$16,000,000 INHERITANCE TAX 
ON DORRANCE ESTATE UPHELD 


New Jersey’s Highest Court Sus- 
tains Ruling; Question of Resi- _ 
dence Was Involved. 

TRENTON, N. J., April 30.—The 
Court of Errors and Appeals, New 
Jersey’s highest law court, today 
upheld unanimously this State’s 
$16,000,000 inheritance tax assess- 
ment on the estate of the late Dr. 
John T. Dorrance, Camden soup 
manufacturer. 

The Court, without filing an 
opinion, affirmed the decision of 
the New Jersey Supreme Court and 
the State Prerogative Court, both of 
which ruled Dorrance was a resi- 
dent of New Jersey. Pennsylvania, 
which contended Dr. Dorrance lived 
at Radnor, Pa. has already as- 
sessed and collected more than $14,- 
000,000 in inheritance taxes from 
the $115,000,000 estate. 

The New Jersey tax included $12,- 
247,733 levied in 1932 on transfer 
axes of the estate, and a compro- 
mise tax of $4,521,143 on contingent 
remainders and estates in trust.

Stricken at 66—Forty 
Years Behind Bar at Mc- 
Tague’s and Mayfair. 


The excitement of the tense seven- 
teenth inning in the game between 
the Cardinals and Giants yesterday 
afternoon was too much for the 
failtmg heart of Henry Hoffmann, 


ardent baseball fan, the ruddy- 
faced master of drink mixing, who 
was known as “The Count” to cus- 
tomers of McTague’s old restaurant 
in the Century Building and to the 
Mayfair Hotel's post-prohibition 
Hofbrau. 

With the score tied, 1 to 1, the 
bases filled with Cardinal runners 
and fleet Terry Moore at bat, “The 
Count,” sitting in his favorite place 
in a box on the first-base line, quiet- 
ly slumped in his seat and died, 
without seeing the victorious finish 
of one of the most exciting games 
ever played by a St. Louis baseball 
team. 

He was 66 years old. Sam Brea- 
don, owner of the Cardinals, said 
that “The Count,” in his opinion, 
had undisputed right to the title of 
the city’s “No. 1 baseball fan.” 

40 Years Behind the Bar. 


For more than 40 years he had 
presided, immaculate’ white coat 
over | 
the bars of Me 
fe Mayfair—in the 
prohibition interim—at social func- 
tions where men and women gath- 
ered privately to recapture the at- 
mosphere of social drinking that 


had left with the advent of the dry 


laws. 

As head bartender for 21 years at 
McTague’s, around the corner of 
the old Century Theater at Ninth 
and Olive streets, he had become 
the friend of Lew Dockstader, the 
minstrel, DeWolfe Hopper, James 
O’Neill, John McGraw, Larry Doyle, 
Roger Bresnahan and many anoth- 
er celebrity of the stage and base- 
ball diamond. 

During prohibition he went into 
retirement, scorning the furtive 
ways that went with the drinking 
of the time, but emerging now and 
then to preside at private functions 
in hotels and clubs. To the pre- 
prohibition generation he was 
known as an adept in the making 
of cocktails and before he had left 
McTague’s bar he had collected his 
favorite recipes in a pamphiet 
which he distributed to his friends 
and customers. 

During the past 25 years there 
were few World Series that he 
missed and it was his custom to 
organize parties to take a railroad 
car each year to the baseball 
classic, wherever it was held. Of 
the success of the Cardinals in lat- 
ter years he was inordinately proud. 

During baseball seasons he fre- 
quently organized parties which 
took block -reservations in the 
grand stand, and in the raising of 
funds for testimonials and pres- 
ents for outstanding baseball play- 
ers on the St. Louis teams he was 
always a leader. 

With the repeal of prohibition 
he went to work for the Mayfair 
Hotel as manager of a restaurant 
and bar, and there he presided, 
from 11 o’clock each morning until 
late at night, swapping reminis- 
cences with old cronies, guiding the 
crop of younger customers in the 
older ways of drinking, and keep- 
ing a watchful and business-like 
eye on the operation of the estab- 
lishment, 

“The Count” Since 1900. 

He became known as “The 
Count” in 1900 after he had told a 
newspaper reporter that he had re- 
ceived a letter from Germany an- 
nouncing he was heir to the estate 
of his great-grandfather, Count 
Heinrich Wilhelm von Hoffmann. 
Later it developed the estate was 
worth only a few dollars, and that 
the title did not pass to him, but 
to his customers he had become 
“The Count,” and “The Count” he 
remained. 

He was born in Carlyle, Ill. and 
came to St. Louis when he was 13 
years old, working at various jobs 
until he took his place behind the 
bar at McTague’s. 

For several years he had been 
under the care of a physician for 
a heart ailment, and for the past 
10 days had been intermittently ill 
at home. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Re- 
becca Hoffmann, and a son, Henry 
Hoffmann. Jr., with whom he resid- 
ed at 3911A Fillmore street. 

The funeral will be held at 2p. m. 
Saturday at the Peetz mortuary, 
3029 Lafayette avenue. Interment 
will be in Sunset Burial Park.

36 Demonstrators End Two- 
Day Siege After He Ap- 
pears and Promises None 
Will Go Hungry. 


MARCH OUT SINGING 
‘SOLIDARITY’ SONG 
Name Committee to Help 
Allot Food, Which He 
Says Will Last to May 15. 


The group of 36 men, women and 
children, representing the unem- 
ployed, who had occupied the gallery 
overlooking the aldermanic chamber 
in the City Hall for 47 hours, re- 
turned to their homes at 11 o'clock 
this morning, after Mayor Dick- 


mann had appeared before thém 
and promised that no one in &t. 
Louis would go hungry. 


When the Board of Aldermen, 
with expressions of sympathy,’ ad- 
journed Tuesday until May 11, the 
demonstrators announced their in- 
tention of remaining in the gallery 
until the city took some action to 
meet the crisis which had resulted 
in 23,900 persons being dropped 
from the relief rolls during the last 
month. 

Appearing before the demonstra- 
tors today, the Mayor said W. C. 
Connett, chairman of the St. Louis 
Relief Committee, had assured him 
that there was a sufficient supply 
of food in surplus commodity ware- 
houses to meet the needs of all 
until May 15, He asked the dem- 
onstrators, who are members of

him, to see that the food Was prop- 
erly distributed, 


March Out Singing. 

That proposition was quickly ac- 
cepted. Before they left the build- 
ing the demonstrators paused in the 
corridor outside the gallery to eat 
sandwiches and coffee which had 
been provided for them by sympa- 
thizers. Four cardboard boxes of 
the food remained unconsumed and 
they carried it away with them 
as they marched in a group out of 
the City Hall and west on Market 
street singing: “Solidarity For- 
ever.” 

Before the group left the gallery 
the Mayor's secretary took the 
names of all present, promising that 
the committee would look into their 
needs and provide food as needed. 

After a vote to leave had been 
taken, leaders of the group prepared 
this statement which was handed 
to reporters: 

“The American Workers’ Union 
and the unemployed in the City 
Hall accept the proposals of Mayor 
Dickmann. 

“First, the Mayor will name a 
committee to work with the Ameri- 
can Workers’ Union which shall 
make it its duty to see that no 
family in St. Louis shall go with- 
out food. 

“Secondly, that all those at pres- 
ent in the City Hall who are in 
need shall be provided for, shall be 
placed back on relief if they are 
needy. 

“We desire to add to this one 
more proposal which we think the 
Mayor shall earnestly consider. 
That is, that the next meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen shall give 
consideration to increasing the 
amount per month issued out of the 
city reserve fund for relief. 

“Upon the basis of this agres- 
ment, the unemployed at present 
occupying the City Hall agree to 
return to their homes with the un- 
derstanding that their long vigil 
had impressed the city with the 
distress of the unemployed and the 
necessity of all citizens of St. Louis 
giving attention to the very serious 
situation which faces the city, now 
that thousands have been removed 
and are being removed from relief 
rolls and work projects. 

Case Pointed Out to Mayor. 

A Mrs. Phillips, who lives at 
2609A Slattery street and has eight 
children, was pointed out to the 
Mayor as an instance of need. She 
was cut off the relief rolls three 
months ago, she said, because her 
oldest daughter quit a WPA job to 
get married. Then the daughter 
tried to get the job back, Mrs. 
Phillips said, but could not. Mrs. 
Phillips is separated from her hus- 
band. 

The Mayor asked Mrs. Phillips 
how long she had lived in St. Louis 
and was told that she had resided 
here 16 years. “We will take care 
o* the city people,” the Mayor said, 
“but we are not going to take care 
of the floaters, and we are not go- 
ing to let the State unload its needy’ 
cases on us.” 

One of the demonstrators called 
on the Mayor to finance a “hunger 
March” to Jefferson City, but the 
Mayor did not reply.

ISCRIMINATON BIL 


Makes Granting or Accept- 
ance of Such Discounts in 
Merchandising Unlawful. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The 
Senate today passed by voice vote 
the Robinson bill making the grant- 
ing or acceptance of price discrim- 
inations unlawful. 

The measure was passed after 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, succeeded, on a second ' at- 
tempt, in having the scope of the 
bill limited to merchandizing. This 
action eliminated industrial pro- 
duction from the measure’s prohibi- 
tions. 

Shortly before the final vote the 
Senate adopted an amendment of- 
fered by Senator Copeland (Dem.), 
New York, making the acceptance 
of price discriminations unlawful. 
As originally drafted the measure 
applied solely to the granting of 
discriminations. 

Another amendment, offered by 
Senator King (Dem.), Utah, ex- 
empted the mineral industry from 
the provisions of the bill, 

The bill would permit valid price 
reductions for quantity purchases 
up to a point which the Federal 
Trade Commission could fix. 

Senator Robinson (Dem.), Arkan- 
sas, was author of the bill. The 
bill is aimed at chain stores. 

The Senate yesterday adopted an 
amendment by Senator Austin 
(Rep.), Vermont, to exclude from 
the bill’s prohibitions price discrim- 
ination resulting from special cir- 
cumstances such as in the handling 
of perishable products. 

Chief provisions of the bill are: 
A prohibition against price discrim- 
inations between purchasers of 
commodities of like grade and qual- 
ity; suppression of psuedo adver- 
tising allowances; a bar on fake 
brokerage or commissions; alloca- 
tion of power to the Federal Trade 
Commission to limit quantity dis- 
counts in certain instances. 

Conflict among the backers of 
the Robinson and the Borah-Van 
Nuys bills to curb price discrimina- 
tions was ended yesterday by put- 
ting both bills into one measure. 
The Borah-Van Nuys measure was 
added to the Robinson bill as an 
amendment without a record vote. 


The Borah-Van Nuys amendment 
would prohibit rebates, allowances 
or service charges in the nature 
of price discriminations to one con- 
cern that were not offered to all 
others in the same class. It would 
provide specifie penalties of a fine

Taken From Marshal at Le- 
panto by Masked Men 
and Shot to Death.

Until his sudden return to the 
Capital, toward which Italian 
troops were pressing, the where- 
abouts of the Emperor had been a 
mystery to the public. 

After talking to Engert, Emper- 
or Haile Selassie received the As- 
sociated Press correspondent and 
declared: “Ethiopia is not defeated. 
It will carry on its fight to the last 

Capital Terror-Stricken. 

Before the Emperor returned to 
his palace the Capital was thrown 
into a panic by the reports that the 
Italians had advanced past Debra 
Birhan, strategic town, only 75 
miles northeast of Addis Ababa. 
The natives began an evacuation. 

Order will be maintained in the 
Capita] until the Italians arrive by 
Mayor Blatta Takkala Wolds 
hawariate with 10,000 policemen. 
One source in the diplomatic corps 
stated that Woldehawariate had 
been assured he would be free to 
join the Ethiopian army once the 
Capital falls.

Ex-Chief of Detectives 
Bush Says Aldermanic 
Inquiry Tried ““To Cover 
Up Whole Thing.” 


TELLS OF ORDERS

Testifies Former Tampa 
Police-Chief, on Trial, 
“‘Got Mad” When Told 
the Truth.

BARTOW, Fia., April 30.—W. D. 
Bush, former Chief of Detectives 
in Tampa, a State witness in the 
firat of the Florida flogging trials, 
testified under cross-examination 
today that he purposely withheld 
information from an Aldermanic 
Investigating Committee “because 
they were a Police Committee try- 
ing to cover the whole thing up.” 

Bush, who had identified two of 
the defendants as men he saw com- 
ing from a car outside of police 
headquarters the night of Nov. 30, 
asserted that Chief of Police Titts- 
worth, now out of office and on 
trial, told him two days later “not 
to let it get to the Mayor” and 
refused to take action against the 
two. 

The witness said Tittsworth told 
him to investigate the case but 
added that “after I told him the 
facts he rose right up and got mad 
about it—that was the end of it 
right there.” 

During a vigorous cross-examina- 
tion the defense discomfited the 
witness, bringing out that Bush had 
said the floggings “was a county 
matter,” and had opposed engaging 
an outside detective to investigate 
the case. Bush said he now was 
working as head of the detective 
bureau without salary by special] 
permission from the Mayor. The 
Beard of Aldermen abolished his 
office and refused to sanction his 
appointment as police chief. 

Story of Attack. 

Seven former policemen of Tam- 
pa are on trial charged with kid- 
naping. Three men—Joseph 4A. 
Shoemaker, Sam J. Rogers and 
Eugene F. Poulnot—were seized in 
@ warrantless police raid on a pri- 
vate home and taken to Police 
Headquarters in Tampa. After be- 
ing questioned about “Commu- 
nism,” they were technically re- 
leased. At the door of Police 
Headquarters they were seized, put 
into an automobile and taken to a 
spot where they were beaten, 
tarred. and feathered. Shoemaker 
died as a result of the experience. 

Bush began his testimony after 
cross-examination of John. Riegel, 
@ police station hanger-on, who 
stuck to a detailed story of Poul- 
not's being forced into a car by po- 
licemen. 

Bush named defenants C. A. 
Brown Jr. and C. W. Carlisle as the 
men he saw coming from a car. He 
testified he went outside \the sta- 
tion after hearing yells, which 
stopped before he got to the door. 

But Riegel, known as “Goofy 
John,” had related in straightfor- 
ward fashion that he saw one of 
the former policemen on trial, John 
P. Bridges, holding his hand over 
Poulnot’s mouth to stifle his cries 
as another, Carlisle, “pushed his 
feet in the car, slammed the door, 
and stepped back on the curb.” 

Riege) said he picked up some 
giasses from the street, Poulnot's, 
and turned them over to the desk 
Sergeant—-an officer who commit- 
ted suicide after the flogging  in- 
dictments were returned. He in- 
sisted that he saw badge No. 39 on 
Bridges and that two weeks later 
he was wearing No. 140. 

Riegel's Cross-Examination. 

On cross-examination by Pat 
Whitaker, chief of defense counse), 
in a tone sometimes verging on the 
jocular, Riegel made several unex- 
pected replies, 

Riegel admitted he did not tell 
the truth before an aldermanic 
committee investigating the police 
connection with the crime because 
he was “afraid he would be killed.” 
When pressed on the point, he said 
he was still in fear, and added: “I 
was scared of all the underworld in 
Tampa. You know who they are.” 

By getting him to detail how he 
eaid Bridges held Poulnot, the de- 


fense endeavored to show it would | 


have been impossible for Riegel to 
see Bridges’ badge number. 

Asked whether he was writing a 
book about the case, Riegel grin- 
ningly answered that he had start- 
ed a book, but later abandoned it— 
“net on this case, but about poli- 
tics in general and everything in 
Fiorida.” 

As a final question, the defense 
tried to show he was under the 
hallucination that Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt had telephoned him and 
invited him to tea, only to receive 
the tart rejoinder: “I got a tele 
phone call, but thought somebody 
was pulling a joke on me, and I 
know who did it, too.”

of 1936 earnings would approximate 
964 millions. 

“The department has also esti- 
mated that under the present law 
more than four and one-half billion 
dollars of corporation income in the 
calendar year 1936 will be withheld 
from stockholders and that if this 
income were fully distributed to 
the individual owners of the stock 
represented in these corporations, 
the resultant yield in additional in- 
dividual income taxes would be 
about one billion three hundred mil- 
lions. 

“With tax avoidance occurring on 
the scale indicated by the figurés 
I have cited, I do not see how any 
increase in individual income tax 
rates or other general and continu- 
ing taxation could be justified until 
this leak in our tax system is 
stopped. 

“Whatever may be the debatable 
considerations that may enter into 
the preparation of particular sched- 
ules, it will be well to bear in mind 
at all times that this is purely and 
simply a proposal to put all taxes 
on business profits essentially on 
the same equitable basis; to give 
no advantage and to impose no pen- 
alties upon corporation stockhold- 
ers that are not given to and im- 
posed upon the individual taxpayer 
who alone or as a partner derives 
his income from business profits.” 


Reviews Roosevelt’s Requests. 

Recalling the events which upset 
the President's budget—the bonus 
and the Supreme Court’s AAA de- 
cision—Morgenthau said they re- 
quired additional permanent rev- 
enue of $620,000,000 a year, and 
$517,000,000 of temporary taxes to 
recoup for this year’s lost process- 
ing tax revenue. 

He noted President Roosevelt’s 
three recommendations for taxes to 
raise this amount, and said the 
House bill gave effect to only two 
of them. 

“The bill thus fully provides the 
$620,000,000 needed to take care of 
the permanent agricultural pro- 
gram and the annual financing of 
the payment of the soldier's bonus,” 
he said. “It also provides for the 
first year of a three-year program 
for recouping the loss of $517,000,- 
000 of processing taxes lost during 
the fiscal year 1936. However, it 
does not provide any temporary 
revenues for the two succeeding 
years to make up the balance of 
the $337,000,000 of temporary rev- 
enues desired.” 


Mentioning the President's third 
recommendation — for processing 
taxes on a broader base but with 
lower rates than under the AAA— 
Morgenthau said “I call this poten- 
tial source of additiona] revenue to 
your attention again.” 

“I sincerely hope that this com- 
mittee will report to the Senate a 
bill giving effect, as fully as poss- 
ible, to the President's recommenda- 
tions of the amount of additional 
revenue needed to supply the de- 
ficiencies created since the budget 
message of Jan. 3," he said. 

Of the provision im the bill to 
levy a “windfall” or “unjust enrich- 
ment” tax on refunded processing 
taxes, Morgenthau said “I have not 
heard the justice of this tax very 
seriously questioned.” 


Helvering Explains Bill. 

After Morgenthau had concluded 
his testimony, Guy T. Helvering, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
was called, and read a prepared 
statement explaining the bill in de- 
tall. 

He said the new proposal for tax- 
ing corporations would place the 
burden of taxation primarily on 
“those who are now able to avoid 


‘their just share of the burden of 


income taxation by holding income 
producing producing property in the 
corporate form, and by having their 
corporations retain very large pro- 
portions of these earnings subject 
only to the ordinary corporation in- 
come tax.” 

Helvering estimated that if all 
corporate earnings for 1936 were 
distributed, the income of individu- 
als would be increased by more 
than four and a half billions, of 
which about four billions would be 
taxable, Of this, $1,448,000,000 would 
go to individuals whose effective

Run Films in St. Louis 


For Ten Years.

NEW YORK, April 30.—A settle- 
ment between the Federal Govern- 
ment and corporate movie interests 
of Warner Bros., Paramount and 
R-K-O, whereby Fanchon & Marco 
will be assured.of the supply of 
films of these interests in St. Louis 
for the next 10 years, was approved 


| by Federal Judge John C. Knox to- 


day. 

The settlement, which had been 
under negotiation here for the last 
two weeks, related particularly to 
the Ambassadcr, Missouri and 
Grand Central theaters, St. Louis. 

It was indicated that Warner 
Bros. would discontinue display of 
first-run pictures in St. Louis. The 
Warner Bros., Paramount and 
R-K-O groups had withheld film 
supplies from the three Fanchon & 
Marco houses since Fanchon . & 
Marco took them over in 1934, de- 
feating Warners in the effort to 
lease the places from bondholders’ 
interets. 

Attorney-General Cummings was 
here last week to participate in the 
negotiations. 


Cost of defending the litigation 
has been regarded as an important 
factor leading to the negotiations. 
Some estimates of attorneys’ fees 
of the defendants have run as high 
as $1,000, or more. There was 
a prolonged trial here last autumn 
of a criminal case, charging con- 
spiracy in violation of the anti- 
trust law, in which all defendants 
were acquitted. An injunction suit 
went to trial here early this year 
but was dismissed by the Govern- 
ment before completion and later 
reinstituted in New York, where 
it is pending. 

During the criminal trial, it has 
been learned, a plan of compromise 
was drawn up, but was rejected by 
one of the defendants. 

Reports from the East have been 
that it was proposed, in order to 
effect a settlement, that the de- 
fendant interests, which are among 
the largest producers and exhibi- 
tors of movies, give film franchises 
in St. Louis for 10 years to Fanchon 
& Marco, with Warner Bros. step- 
ping out of the first-run business 
at their Orpheum and Shubert the- 
aters and selling out their control 
of St. Louis Amusement Co., which 
has a chain of neighborhood 
houses, 

Such an arrangement would put 
Fanchon & Marco in complete con- 
trol of first-run business here, ex- 
cept for Loew’s Theater. Fanchon 
& Marco have the Fox Theater, 
showing first runs; the Ambasador, 
taking over first runs as they leave 
the Fox; the Missouri, displaying 
second runs, and the St. Louis and 
Grand Central, which are dark, 

A State injunction suit to stop 
withholding of films from the Am- 
bassador, Missouri and Grand Cen- 
tral, similar to the Federal action, 
is pending in Circuit Court here. 
In addition, Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick has filed suit in the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri to oust 
four corporations of the Warner, 
Paramount and R-K-O interests 
from doing business in the State, 
What would become of these two 
actions if a compromise was ef- 
fected with the Federal Govern- 
ment has not been determined. 


WALSH WAGE AND HOUR BILL 
KILLED IN HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Would Have Required Government 
Contractors to Observe U. 8. 


Labor Standards. 
By the Associated Press, 


House Judiciary Committee disap- 
proved today a sub-committee ver- 
sion of the Walsh bill to require 
persons from whom the Govern- 
ment buys goods observe wage and 
hour standards laid down by the 
Labor Department. 

As the measure came from the 
Senate, it applied to sub-contractors 
in various degrees and was assailed 
as an attempt to set up an NRA 
equivalent. The House sub-commit- 
tee held extensive hearings and rec- 
ommended to the full committee a 
revised bill by Representative Hea- 
ley (Dem.), Massachusetts, elimi- 
nating largely the subcontractor re- 
quirements and stipulating instead 
that the main contractor notify his 
sub-contractors of the hour and 
wage conditions in his contract. 

Sponsored by Secretary of Labor 
Perkins, the legislation was de- 
signed to extend to those who sup- 
ply the Government with materials 
and equipment the same labor re- 
strictions that now apply to con- 
tractors for government buildings 
under the Bacon-Davis act. The 
committee's action was regarded as

$1500 LLEGALY 


Army Officer on Stand in 
Own Defense — Says 
Money Was Retainer For 
Future Services. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Col. 
Joseph I. McMullen of the Army 
Judge Advocate-General’s office, 
denied in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court today that he had 
illegally accepted a $1500 fee from 
the Cuban-American Manganese 
Corporation, 

McMullen is charged with accept- 
ing compensation from the man- 
ganese firm for his aid in defeating 
a proposed tax on imports of man- 
ganese ore. 

The officer took the stand in his 
own defense and testified that the 
money was intended as a retainer, 
and not as a payment for his ser- 
vices in opposing the tax measure. 
He also contradicted testimony of 
Government witnesses, who had 


said that Col. McMullen misrepre- | 


sented his status as a Government 


employe. 
Motion to Acquit Denied. 

Justice Daniel W. O'Donoghue 
over-ruled a motion for a directed 
verdict of acquittal. 

William Leahy, defense counsel, 
asked the directed verdict on the 
ground that McMullen had not ren- 
dered any improper services to the 
manganese firm, and that the in- 
dictment was incorrectly drawn. 
He also contended the tax propo- 
sal was no longer under considera- 
tion by the Senate when the $1500 
payment was made to McMullen 
on July 6, 1932. 

The Government rested its case 
yesterday. 

Lindley C. Morton of Birming- 
ham, Ala., a director of the Cuban- 
American Manganese Corporation, 
testified yesterday his firm paid 
Col. McMullen $1000 as direct com- 
pensation for his aid in defeating a 
proposed tax on imports of manga- 
nese ore, which was under consid- 
eration by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee in April, 1932. In addition, 
Col. McMullen received $500 for 
services in May and June, 1932, he 
said. 


Says $1000 Was Retainer. 


Leahy contended that the $1000 
was a retainer for “future services” 
and not payment for Col. McMul- 
len’s work against the tax proposal. 

Col. A. H. Hobley, War Depart- 
ment expert on essential war ma- 
terials, told the Court he had pre- 
pared a memorandum, pointing out 
the “supreme importance” of Cu- 
ban manganese to the national de- 
fense, following a conference with 
Col. McMullen. This memorandum 
was read before the Senate Finance 
Committee on April 29, 1932, by F. 
H. Payne, then Assistant Secretary 
of War, he said. 


Col. Earl McFarland, executive in 
the office of the Assistant Secretary 
of War, testified he called a Con- 
gressman, whose name he did not 
remember, to tell him why the War 
Department did not favor a tax on 
Cuban manganese. He made the 
call at Col. McMullen’s suggestion, 
he said. 


Italian ‘Troops Reported 


In Capital of Ethiopia 


was closed from last August until 
early last month when the wife and 
two small children of the American 
minister arrived from Cairo. 

In the broad valley just below 
the legation is the Addis Ababa 
railway station, terminus of the 
line from Djibouti; French Somali- 
land, which is the only one enter- 
ing Ethiopia. 

About six miles to the southwest 
is Akaki, site of the Ethiopian Gov- 
ernment’s two largest radio sta- 
tions and the airport. 

Mountain Taken. 

Members of the British ambu- 
lance unit which returned to the 
capital said the Italian advance 
guard had already taken Tarma 
Dur Mountain, almost without re- 
sistance, in their drive on the seat 
of Emperor Haile Selassie’s Gov- 
ernment. 

The mountain stronghold was re- 
ported to have fallen before the 
Italian advance because Ethiopian 
reinforcements, sent from Addis 
Ababa, did not arrive, and because 
the few defenders holding the 
mountain were not supplied with 
food. 

Swedish Capt. Tamm, command- 
ing the defense of the mountain, 
with only 330 men, was forced to 
retire. He returned to the capital 
seeking reinforcements. 

The officer in charge of the am- 
bulance unit, which left a truckload 
of equipment behind, said a runner 
informed him that the Italian 
campfires were seen glowing only 
10 miles from Debra Birhan, di- 
rectly on the Fascist line of march 
from Dessye to Addis Ababa, The 
advance guard of the Italian army 
was afoot, the officer said, after 
abandoning trucks at the Shula- 
meda Pass, where the road had 
been destroyed by Ethiopians. 

The front ranks of the advancing 
Italians were thought to number 
3000, with 7000 men following. 
The attack on the Akaki air- 
drome was the first visitation by 
Fascist planes on Ethiopia’s capital 
since Monday, when a single ship 
circled the city and dropped leaf- 
lets, giving warning that any resis- 
tance to the Italian march from 
Dessye would bring destruction to 
Addis Ababa.

“The careless charge being made 
that my refusal to call the Legisla- 
ture in special session to raise and 
appropriate additional funds for re- 
lief is a result of indifference or 
lack of care for the unfortunate 
people in this state is refuted by 
examination of my official acts as 
Governor of this state. 

“The 1935 Legislature had been 
in session only a few days until 
I realized that a 1 per cent sales 
tax, which I had recommended in 
my message, would not raise suffi- 
cient funds to meet the emergency 
and I assisted in the preparation of 
a 2 per cent bill and personally 
urged the individual members to 
support the bill which would final- 
ly pass the House in spite of almost 
unanimous opposition of members 
of the opposite partyg This bill 
could not pass the Senate. Two 
members of the Senate from St. 
Louis, whose motives I do not im- 
pugn, opposed the bill that passed 
the House, and also the bill that 
finally passed the Senate. The 
newspapers of St. Louis and many 
connected with big business opposed 
the sales tax bills.

“Not Acute Generally.” 

“On account of improved business 
conditions, higher farm prices and 
the various forms of federal aid, 
the relief situation in Missouri is 
not acute generally, and in most 
localities is being carried by the 
counties and other subdivisions. It 
has largely ceased to be a state- 
wide problem, at least such seems 
to be the consensus of opinion of 
the members of the Legislature. 

“It would be very easy for me to 
escape calumny and abuse by is- 
suing the call’for a special session, 
but I owe the taxpayers of this 
state a higher duty than my own 
selfish interest and, believing as I 
do from experience and after a 
careful and impartial poll of its 
membership that the only result of 
a special session would be the ex- 
pense of the session, I would be 
untrue to my trust to call the As- 
sembly together. 

“The suggestion which has been 
made that I call the Legislature to- 
gether and place the responsibili- 
ity where it belongs overlooks the 
important fact that the responsi- 
bility of issuing the call is mine. 

Not Sufficient Funds. 

“Your request that I make appro- 
priations from funds said to be 
available cannot be complied with 
because, as heretofore stated, suf- 
ficient funds are not available and 
because the Governor has no power 
to make appropriations. 

“While it is not for me to suggest 
how this problem may be solved by 
your local authorities, I have no 


ity to meet the situation until such 
time ac a new Legislature, with 
many new members, may be able 
to give it consideration. St. Louis, 
with its vopulation of more than 
800,000, with its wealth and re- 
sources, is a great city, made up 
of great and chggitable people who 
have never in its history failed to 
meet any emergency. 

“As the subject matter of this 
communication is of general public 
interest, I am taking the liberty to 
release its contents to the press.

Overtures by Demonstrators. 


Before the Mayor appeared in the 
gallery the demonstrators had sent 
word that they would like to have 
an audience with him and would 
leave the City Hall if he would 
promise, in, writing, that no one 
would go hungry and that no one 
would be evicted for non-payment 
of rent. Nothing was said about 
evictions when the Mayor did ap- 
pear before them. 

It appeared early this morning 
that the group’s determination not 
to leave until some action was tak- 
en by the city had not been shaken 
by two days and nights of discom- 
fort in the hard, cramped seats of 
the gallery. 

Before breakfast arrived (and 
that was not until they were ready 
to leave) they sang to pass the time 
away. Eleven-year-old Catherine 
Schmidt, of a family in which 
there are 10 children, led them in 
singing, “Tell old Barney Dick- 
mann, we shall not be moved .. .” 

Catherine Schmidt arrived at the 
City Hall yesterday, with her 
brothers, Daniel, 7, James, 13, and 
Henry, 20. Daniel had been there 
the night before, as had John, 8, 
Almyra, 5, and Charles, 1. Health 
Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck 
had persuaded the parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jean Schmidt, 1031 South 
Thirteenth street, to take their 
children home because Almyra was 
ill, but it was not long before Dan- 
iel returned, with Catherine, James 
and Henry. The Schmidts, who 
have two other children, have been 
receiving a relief allowance of $10 
every two weeks. 

Woman Sent Home IiIl. 


The group was reduced by two 
about last midnight when Mrs. 
Mary Lockett, 30% South Channing 
avenue, became ill and was sent 
home in a taxicab along with a 
companion. Money to pay for the 
taxicab came from the fund the 
American Workers’ Union. has col- 
lected to buy food for the demon- 
strators. 

While the demonstration lasted 
police did not permit any who left 
to return, and those who sought to 
join the group after the demonstra- 
tion|had begun were turned away. 

For a time yesterday it appeared 
city officials would have a hunger 
strike on their hands as well as a 
group of unwanted guests in the 
City Hall. Food was stacked in a 
corridor outside the gallery, but 
Health Commissioner Bredeck, aft- 
er conferring with the Mayor, de- 
creed that it might not be eaten 
because there were no sanitary fa- 
cilities for handling food at the 
City Hall. 

Dr. Btedeck’s order was that 
demonstrators who wanted to leave 
the building to eat might return, 
but the few who tried it found 
their paths blocked by policemen 
when they came back. Late in the 
afternoon there was a plan for 
those in the gallery to rush out and 
seize the food, policemen or no po- 
licemen, but calmer heads _ pre- 
vailed. | . 

So they adopted a_ resolution, 
charging that the denial of food 
was a trap to provoke disorder 
which would serve as an excuse for 
ousting them, and affirming their 
intention of going on a hunger 
strike “rather than be fooled and 
provoked by the Mayor and the 
police.” 

Finally a compromise was 
worked out and in groups of five 
the demonstrators left the gallery 
to go to the corridor, where they 
were permitted to eat. 

The food provided for them in- 
cluded 12 quarts of milk, several 
dozen hard boiled eggs, several 
dozen cheese and ham sandwiches, 
boxes of rolls and doughnuts, two 
dozen oranges, and a bushel bas- 
ket of bananas.

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3U DAYS FOR WOMEN 
IN TWO LIQUOR GASES 


One Sold Whisky, Other 
Made Brandy at Home as 
She Did in Austria. 


Two women were sentenced to 30 
days in jail and fined $100 each by 
Federal Judge C. B. Davis today 
on their pleas of guilty of posses- 
sion of untaxed liquor. 

One of the women, Mrs. Tillie 
Mitrovich, was arrested last Aug. 
13 in her home, 1214 Menard street, 
by police who found her making 
blackberry brandy in a 10-gallon 
still and found also two 10-gallon 
kegs of the finished product. Her 
attorney told the Court she did 
not know she was violating the law 
as she had been accustomed, in her 
native Austria, to salvaging the 
pulp from jelly-making and_ distil- 
ing brandy from. éit. 

Her lawyer also said he thought 
she had been punished sufficiently, 
since her husband had given her a 
“terrific beating” after her arrest. 
The Court. sympathetic, assessed 
the minimum penalty, commenting 
that many Americans also seemed 
unaware of the laws pertaining to 
the illicit liquor business. 

The other woman, Mrs. Mabel 
Brown, found by police last October 
selling whisky in her home at 1002 
Hickory street, explained she was 
“forced” to do it because “the re- 
lief owed me money” and her hus- 
band’s income from sale of pretzels 
was insufficient to feed them. She 
said a relief agency had refused 
to pay her room rent for tenants 
on relief.

Accompanied only by her secre- 
tary, the President’s mother went 
from Union Station to Hotel Jeffer- 
son “for tea and to tidy up a bit,” 
and departed for Texas at 6:30 p. m. 
She said the health of her son was 
excellent, adding, “I can’t see why 
anyone should criticise him, for he 
is doing everything he possibly can 
for everyone.” 


IERSEY JOBLESS, GEN 
NO REL, 60 HOME 


200 Leave State Capitol After 
9 Days When Legisla- 
ture Adjourns. 


By the Associated Press, 

TRENTON, N. J., April 30.—The 
unemployed group that lived nine 
days in New Jersey's Assembly 
chamber in an attempt to force the 
Legislature to vote relief funds, 
evacuated today without achieving 
its purpose. The Legislature ad- 
journed for five days without pro- 
viding the money the jobless de- 
manded. 

Tired and heavy-eyed, a crowd 
of 200 filed silently from the State 


house at 12:45 a. m. after criticis- 
ing the Legislature for its failure 
to replenish empty State relief cof- 
fers and announcing its determina- 
tion to elect its own Legislators 
through its newly-formed Farmer- 
Labor party. 

The withdrawal followed closely 
the adoption by the Assembly of 
a resolution directing the State 
house custodian to keep the unem- 
ployed from the floor. The Assem- 
bly previously had adopted a reso- 
lution calling the long burlesque 
of its activities an “insult to its 
dignity.” 

John Spain Jr., the 32-year-old 
leader of the Assembly campers, 
termed the resolution “merely a 
face-saving gesture” and said the 
jobless would go home because 
“our work is done.” 

“We are going back to our homes 
to organize the unemployed,” he 
said, “to popularize our needs as 
expressed in our mock sessions and 
to expose to citizens of our home 
communities the callous treatment 
we have received here in Trenton 
by our Assemblymen.” 

The relief problem is still up to 
the mynicipalities, which fell heir 
to it two weeks ago with the drain- 
ing of the State relief treasury. 
The only relief legislation passed 
by the Legislature in the interim, 
approved by both Houses last night 
with only two dissenting votes, 
terminated immediately the State 
Relief Administration and placed 
administration in the municipali- 
ties.

FSS. GIVEN (CORPORATION INCOME 


IN ST.LOUIS UP 4.9 PCT. 


$26,700,000 in 1934 to 
$28,000,000 in 1935. 


There was an increase of 4.9 per 
cent in taxable income of St. Louis 
corporations making State income 
tax returns for 1935, compared with 
1934, it was shown by bills trans- 
mitted to Collector William F. Bau- 
mann today by Assessor Ralph W. 
Coale. 

The increase amounted to $1,317,- 
846, taxable income rising from 


$26,734,858 in 1934 to $28,052,704 in 
1935. Figures on gross income were 
not made public. 

Returns were made for 1936 by 
1996 corporations, while only 1854 
reported for the previous year. The 
tax on last year’s income, at the 
flat rate of 2 per cent applying to 
corporations, was $554,077, while 
the tax for the year before was 
$529,689. 

Some corporations have not yet 
reported, having obtafned exten- 
sions or are regularly making re- 
ports for fiscal rather than calen- 
dar years. State income tax bills 
may be paid during May, becoming 
delinquent June 2, with a penalty 
of 1 per cent a month for delin- 
quency. 

Taxable income of individuals in 
St. Louis for 1935, as shown by a 
recent report, was $67,690,008, an 
increase of 24.7 per cent as com- 
pared with the total in 1934. 

The tax on individuals’ 1935 in- 
come was $1,425,909, an increase of 
32.2 per cent over the year before. 
The tax rate for individuals ranges 
from 1 to 4 per cent, increasing 
with the size of taxable income.

“GUILTY BUT INSANE” 
IN LONDON KILLING 


Book Critic, Who Hit Author 


' With Hammer at Party, 


Sent to Asylum.

LONDON, April 3. — Douglas 
Burton, 30-year-old book reviewer, 
who killed Douglas Bose, 21, author, 
with a sculptor’s hammer during a 
studio party last Feb. 15, was found 
“guilty but insane” by a jury today, 

Justice Finlay immediately pro- 
nounced the usual sentence that the 
defendant was “to be detained dur~ 
ing his majesty’s pleasure.” The 
sentence means that Burton will 
be sent to an institution for the 
criminal! insane. 

Justice Finlay summed up the 
case as “singularly squalid and un- 
pleasant.” 

After. 20 minutes of deliberation, 
the jury returned to ask the Judge 
whether it was a case of man- 
slaughter if the prisoner knew what 
he was doing, but that, owing to a 
mental disturbance, he was totally 
unable to control his actions. Jus- 
tice Finlay answered that it would 
not be a case of manslaughter and 
the jury went back to its room, 

In his final plea, Doughty pic 
tured Burton as “eccentric,” saying 
letters Burton had written “show 
his mind was spinning in circles— 
that he was intoxicated with mean- 
ingless words; you see the mind of 
a mad man, craving for violence to 
give relief to his bursting brain.”

“The average work week,” he 
said, “has been increased since Jan- 
vary. More than a million possible 
jobs have been eliminated by 
lengthening work hours since the 
termination of NRA. 

“The present slow rate of re-em- 
ployment is a matter for serious 
concern to all interested in our na- 
tional welfare. Recent calculations 
made by the Federation show that 
in recovery from depression re-em- 
ployment is by no means keeping 
pace with gains in business. Busi- 
ness has already travelled nearly 
three quarters, 72 per cent, of the 
distance upward from depression 
bottom to normal; but less than 
half, 46 per cent, of those laid off 
in depression have gone back to 
work. In other words, we are fall- 
ing short by 2,850,000 jobs of re- 
storing the employment lost during 
depression. Most of this re-employ- 
ment shortage has occurred since 
NRA. 

“When business reached its low- 
est depression point in March, 1933, 
11,342,000 of those who had jobs in 
1929 had been laid off, and business 
had fallen 42 per. cent below nor- 
mal, according to the annalist in- 
dex, With 72 per cent of the busi- 
ness loss regained, we should have 
found work for 72 per cent of the 
depression unemployed if we expect 
to restore employment by the time 
business again reaches normal. 
That is, we should have re-employed 
8,120,000. Actually, we have re-em- 
ployed only 5,270,000.

With re-em- 
ployment steadily falling behind 
business recovery, we know that 
we cannot counf on industry, with- 
out control, to put the unemployed 
to work, Even if business reaches 
a level considerably above normal 
we must count on a permanent job 
shortage of at least 6,000,000 or we 
must find a way to put these mil- 
lions to work producing the goods 
they need for a decent living. 

“America cannot dodge this prob- 
lem, Business men in the past 
have allowed the Government to 
deal with it by giving work relief 
at relief wages. If this policy is 
continued, with refusal to face the 
problem, it will be well to remem- 
ber that millions of American citi- 
zens will not indefinitely submit to 
enforced poverty and public sup- 
port in an age when industry is 
equipped to supply them with a 
comfort level of living.” \

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‘OHIO BANK REORGANIZATION 
LAW BEFORE SUPREME COURT 


y the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The 
constitutionality of an Ohio law 
which permitted reorganization of 
banks on agreement’ of a majority 
of depositors, after approval by 
state officials and courts, was at- 
tacked today in the Supreme Court. 

Three stockholders in the Lor- 
rain Street Savings and Trust Com- 
pany of Cleveland, Frank A. Werk, 
Elsie Bieltz, and Gertrude Dahl, 
asked the court to review and re- 
verse a decision of the Ohio Su- 
preme Court which found the law 
valid and approved reorganization 
of the Cleveland bank. 

Attorneys for the bank and John 
W. Bricker, Attorney-General of 
Ohio, opposed the appeal, saying 
the Supreme Court already had ap- 
proved similar laws of Mississippi 
and Oklahoma and that more than 
50 Ohio banks had been reorganized 
under the law.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—A 12- 
page tabloid, “The Roosevelt Rec- 
ord,” was distributed in the capital 
yesterday, a few days after the 
Republican National Committee is- 
sued a similar paper satirically en- 
titled “On Our Way.”

IANA POLICEMAN 


Gunman Caught in Chicago 
Admits Also $15,000 Jewelry 
Roboery in Lima, O. 


By the Associated Press. S 

CHICAGO, April 30.—Police Capt. 
John Egan said today Ai Bartun, 
31 years old, of Indianapolis, ar- 
rested here, confessed today he 
fired the shot which killed Sergt. 
Richard Rivers at Indianapolis 
Monday night after a $15,000 jewel- 
ery robbery the same day at Lima, 
Ohio. 

“Sure I killed him,” Capt. Egan 
quoted Bartun as saying. “I killed 
him because I didn’t want to go to 
the pen, that's why.” 

Bartun is known also as Borden 
and Barden. 

Arrested with Bartun are: Jack 
Becker, 31 years old, who was 
named by Bartun, Capt. Egan said, 
as having disposed of jewelry stol- 
en by members of Bartun’s gang; 
his wife Laura Becker, 21; Wik 
liam Giftman, 26, a jewelry sales- 
man, and a woman who idetified 
herself as Bartun’s common law 
wife, Margaret, 23. 

The Indianapolis police officer 
was wounded fatally in a fight in 
an Indianapolis physician's office 
where the policeman had gone to 
investigate a report four men had 
taken a wounded companion there 
for treatment for a gunshot wound, 

Parked outside a north side ho- 
tel, where Bartun and his woman 
companion were arrested, police 
found a stolen roadster which Bar- 
tun admitted using in his flight 
with three companions from Indi- 
anapolis. In the automobile police 
said they found five revolvers, a re- 
peating rifle and several hundred 
rounds of ammunition, | 

About $200 worth of jewelry was 
found in possession of Bartun’s 
woman companion and Becker, 
Capt. Egan said. 

Bartun told them, police said, 
that he and three accomplices, 
whom he identified, as “Jimmy,” 
“Elmer” and “Lee,” committed the 
Lima robbery, and “Elmer” was 
shot in the leg. It was while the 
gang was seeking medical treat- 
ment for Elmer that the Indian- 
apolis policeman was killed. Bar- 
tun said members of his gang were 
forced to leave the wounded “EI- 
mer” in Indianapolis following the 
shooting. In their flight, Bartun 
said, they burned two stolen auto- 
mobiles and stole a third in which 
they fled to Chicago. 

“Jimmy” and “Lee,” Bartun said, 
were in Chicago carrying a black 
bag containing the $15,000 worth of 
jewelry. obtained in the Lima rob- 
bery.

County Hospital Head Applies 
‘ to Missouri Supreme

The application, filed by the law 
firm of Green, Henry and Rem- 
mers of St. Louis, recently retained 
by Dr. Sheahan, raised the point 
that Circuit Court jurisdiction in 
ouster proceedings was limited to 
elected or appointed officials, and 
that Dr. Sheahan served only. in 
the capacity of an employe of the 
County Court. 

This point was raised also by 
County Counselor John E. Mooney, 
former attorney for the superinten- 
dent, in a motion forea new trial, 
but was overruled by Judge Witt- 
haus. 

Counsel for Dr. Sheahan indicated 
today an appeal from the jury ous- 
ter verdict also would be filed this 
week. 

The ouster proceedings were filed 
by Anderson last December, after 
months of political turmoil at the 
hospital, and charged that the sup- 
erintendent had been guilty of wil- 
ful neglect of duty.

WASHINGTON, April 30. -— The 
convention of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States passed 
a resolution today that the admin- 
istration’s tax program would re- 
tard recovery and re-employment. 

The convention also approved 
without discussion a resolution ap- 
proving plans to survey “possibili- 
ties of re-employment by private 
enterprise”; another attacking Fed- 
eral control of production in pri- 
vate enterprise as “indefensible” 
and against the public interest, and 
still another saying that government 
attempts by “legislative means,” or 
“executive fiat,” to impose upon 
business rules of conduct in rela- 
tions with labor “retards both the 
material and spiritual progress of 
the nation.” 

Resolutions attacking govern- 
ment competition, attempts to 
change the Supreme Court, and 
trade agreements where they facili- 
tated excessive farm imports also 
were adopted. 

Advises Cutting Expenses. 

These. and other resolutions were 
presented for consideration after 
Secretary of State Hull, saying 
there is “rising danger” of a catas- 
trophic world war, attacked what 
he termed the “supreme folly” of 
“excessive” trade barriers, 

Hull said a revival of world trade 
through a lowering of such barriers 
is necessary to halt the “virulent 
disease” of economic distress, so- 
cial unrest, dictatorships and war. 

The resolution on taxation said 
“the first step in bringing order 
into the finances of the Federal 
Government should be reduction of 
expenditures both by Congress and 
by the executive to those amounts 
which are needed for efficient ac-

Federal Government.” . 

On business and social security, a 
resolution said: 

“When Government attempts by 
legislative means or executive fiat 
to impose upon business rules of 
conduct pertaining to such matters 
as wages, hours, conditions and 
terms of employment, or other re- 
strictive measures interfering with 
the free play of economic forces, it 
retards both the material and spir- 
itual progress of the nation. 

“Business would ignore its great- 
est responsibility if it failed to pro- 
vide the greatest possible degree of 
economic security to the individ- 
ual. , 

“Here again interference by Gov- 
ernment in attempts to reduce the 
whole complex problem to one of 
legislative formulae, can only post- 
pone the final solution by making 
it more difficult for business to as- 
sume its own obligations in the 
matter.” 

The re-employment resolution 
urged the co-operation of all busi- 
ness groups and Government agen- 
cies in a survey by a special com- 
mittee of “the possibilities of re- 
employment by private enterprise.” 

Opposition to Codes. 

Another resolution repealed the 
chamber’s opposition te the impo- 
sition of codes upon industry and 
continued: “Proposed Federal leg- 
islation intended to bring about 
Government control over hours and 
wages in enterprises performing 
work on Government. contracts 
would involve the imposition of 
codes in a most objectionable 
form.” 

Reviewing criticism of Govern- 
ment competition, a resolution ad- 
vocated legislation to “require every 
Federal] agency engaging in such 
competitive activities to keep and 
to disclose to the public a record 
of its costs, with allowances for all 
such items as depreciation, insur- 
ance and taxes incurred by private 
enterprise.” 

A resolution on agriculture urged 
a “complete investigation of the ef- 
fect of trade agreements in general- 
izing concessions to other countries” 
and said steps should be “taken at 
once to put an end to effects of this 
kind prejudicial to agriculture or 
any other field of enterprise.” 


EARLY AIR EXPERIMENTER 
TO BUY PLANE WITH BONUS 


Charlies F. Kuhno to “Start All 
Over Again and Do Some Real 
Flying.” 

Charles F. Kuhno, whose early 
experiments with “toad hopping” 
home-made airplanes never got him 
very far off the ground, intends to 
apply his soldier’s bonus to the pur- 
chase “of a modern plane and sat- 
isfy his early ambition to fly. 

Kuhno, who resides at 1244 Au- 
bert avenue and is in the moving 
and express business, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today of his 
intention to “start all over again 
and do some real flying, just for 
fun.” Newspaper clippings of May, 
1910, pictured Kuhno at the con- 
trols of a spidery monoplane, which 
was towed behind an automobile on 
short hops at Francis Fieid, Wash- 
ington University. Kuhno said the 
machine, which he built, was the 
first plane constructed in Missouri. 

Subsequently, Kuhno related, he 
built another monoplane and three 
biplanes. He exhibited the ma- 
chines at Fairgrounds Park, Forest 
Park and at Washington Park, IIL, 
where one craft was smashed by a 
windstorm. He built one plane ina 
garage next door to the Jai-Alai 
Building, on De Baliviere avenue, 
and another in a lumber yard near- 
by. The latter plane “couldn't be 
gotten into the air with dynamite,” 
Kuhno admitted. 

“T went broke building airplanes, 
and gave it up after about two 
years and went to work,” Kuhno ex- 
plained. During the World War he 
served overseas with a machine- 
gun unit of the Eighty-sixth Divi- 
sion, following an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to get in the air service.

Personal Property Payments to Be 
Delinquent After June 1. 

About 12,000 personal property 
tax bills for 1935 were mailed to- 
day to taxpayers in East St. Louis 
by City Treasurer Thomas E.

Thermometer Reading of 20 on 
One Day Coldest for 
Month Since 1871. 


Below-normal temperatures pre 
vailed in St. Louis during April, the 
average being 52 degrees as against 
a normal of 56, according to Roscoe 
Nunn, head of the Weather Bureau. 

April 3 was the coldest April day 
in the history of the bureau—found- 
ed in 1871—with a thermometer 
reading of 20 degrees. Up to that 
time the lowest temperature for 
the month has been 22, on April 5, 
1920. 

This was the coldest April since 
1926, when the average was 50. The 
first 10 days of the month, with an 
average of 39, were whusually cold, 
14 degrees below thé normal for the 
period. The highest reading was 
on April 20, the 89 of that day being 
only four degrees less than the 
highest in April temperatures. 

a he result of the cool weather, 
g of vegetation has been re- 
tarded a 10 days, Nunn said. 
Of the three “frosts during the 
month—April 7, 19 aad 22—only the 
first was killing, and then the 


The month’s rainfall of 2.8 inches, 
while slightly greater than the to- 
tals for the corresponding periods in 
1934 and 1935, was 1.01 inches less 
than normal. Heaviest rain came 
on April 5, when nearly an inch 
fell, mixed with mud from dust 
clouds from the West. 

There were traces of snow on 
four days. Some sleet fell April 9 
and there was hail in North St. 
Louis last Tuesday. 

With 12 cledr days, April im- 
proved on the long-time average of 
li days with nearly cloudless skies. 
April 10 was the only day which 
the Weather Bureau classed as 
having “dense smoke.” 

The Mississippi River’s average 
stage was 14.8 feet, 3.4 feet below 
the normal April stage. It was 
slightly greater than in the same 
month of the two preceding years.

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WEATHER RECAST 


Dr. Louis H. Bean Outlines 
Five-Point Investigation 
of Possibility. 


— 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 30-—In an 
effort to find out whether the 


weather can be predicted for two 
weeks in advance, Government offi- 


clals announced yesterday a five- 


point program of research. 

Dr. Louls H. Bean, adviser to 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
told the~ American Meterological 
Society, meeting here, that every 
possible factor in the weather 
would be analyzed. The five lines 
of study to be followed are: Con- 
tinuous observations of the sun and 
its output of energy; examination 
. the Russian and other systems 

of long-range forecasting; investi- 
gation of the influence of the moon 
and other planets; analysis of 
weather and crop yields; an at- 
tempt to discover weather relation- 
ships between different regions, 
and examination of the cycles of 
weather which some scientists be- 
lieve in. 

Some of the preliminary work 
has been done. Meanwhile, an ef- 
fort by the Weather Bureau and 
the Bureau of Standards to demon- 
strate the performance of an auto- 
matic radio stratosphere balioon for 
gathering weather data, failed 
when a sudden jar broke radio 
antennae and other delicate 
mechanism before the balloon was 
released. 

The National Academy of 
Sciences closed its meeting yester- 
day with the election of Orville 
Wright of Dayton, O., the aviation 
pioneer, and 14 others to member- 
ship. 

Dr. Frank R. Lillie, president of 
the academy, made public a letter 
from President Roosevelt acknowl- 
edging “the great help that mem- 
bers of the academy have given to 
the Government through = the 
Science Advisory Board.” 

“I understand that one of the 
purposes for which the academy 
was -founded at the time of the 
Civil War was to give aid and 
counsel to the Government—a mis- 
sion which has been fulfilled with 
great profit to the Government, 
particularly so in these recent dif- 
ficult years,” the President wrote.

BANKERS EXPECT INTEREST 
RATES TO CONTINUE LOW 


Commission Reports Excess Ke- 
serves Must Be Reduced or Prices 
Rise to Change Situation. 

By the Associated Press. 

HOT SPRINGS, Va., April 30. — 
The economic policy commission of 
the American Bankers’ Association 
reported yesterday that interest 
rates may be expected to continue 
at low levels, unless excess reserve 
are reduced or prices rise sharply. 

Col, Leonard P, Ayres of Cleve- 


land, chairman of the commission, 
presented a summary of its conclu- 
sions to the executive council after 
a study of “the probable duration 
of this low interest rate period.” 

The reports said Federal action 
to reduce reserves or a general price 
rise “far above present levels and 
above those that prevailed in the 
years before the depression” would 
be necessary to raise interest rates. 

“The general conclusions at which 
we arriye are that the prevailing 
low levels of interest rates are pri- 
marily due to the existing huge en- 
cess reserves of member banks, and 
that a contributing factor operating 
to keep them low is found in the 
large volume and slow turnover to 
demand deposits in the banks,” Col. 
Ayres said. 

“The volume of excess reserves 
could be reduced or increased by 
gold exports or imports, or by va- 
rious actions which might be taken 
by the Federal Reserve authorities, 
or by the Treasury Department.” 


PURPORTED INDIAN FRIENDS 
KNOW NOTHING OF REDFERN 


Chief Tells Searcher That Ameri- 
can’s Plane Did Not Crash 
in His Jungle Territory. 


ALBINA, Dutch Guiana, April 30. 
—The Indians among whom Paul 


Redfern, missing American aviator, 
was reported to be living after an 
air crash in the jungle, know noth- 
ing of the legend and can throw no 
light on the mystery of Redfern’s 
disappearance, Arthur J. Farrell, 
member of the ill-fated American 
legion expedition to rescue Redfern, 
reports. 

Farrell stated he reached the 
country of Chief Sapakunu on 
March 24. It was with the chief 
that Redfern, who dropped from 
sight on a nonstop flight from 
Georgia to Rio de Janeiro eight 
years ago, was reported to be living, 
worshipped as a “White God.” Sa- 
pakunu told him, Farrell said, that 
no airplane had ever crashed in 
his jungle territory and that the 
only plane he had ever seen was 
one that flew past possibly 10 years 
ago. 

It was while Farrell was fighting 
his way out of the jungle that 
James A. Ryan, correspondent and 
one of the leaders of the expedi- 
tion, was drowned in a canoe upset 
on the Maroijne River, March 26.

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PARMELEE EMERGES A PITCHING HERO IN 17-INNING VICTORY 


HE JOINS THE BEARS FAVORED RANTS 


DEANS AT TOP TO SCORE OVER ns 
OF CARDINALS BILLIKEN TEAM COLVMN] 
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You Can Never Tell About Derbies.

There is a new heroic figure in 
the Cardinal picture. For two years 
a ball game without a Dean pitch- 
ing was just something to worry 
about. If it turned out well, it was 
splendid luck. There were only two 
highlights among the pitching pig- 
ments. One was Jerome Herman 
Dean and the other was Paul Dean. 
Occasionally, if the light was just 
right, you could catch glimpses of 
a Hallahan or a Walker or &@ 
Haines. 

But today Leroy Earl Parmelee 
is the figure that stands out in 
bold relief. The most brilliantly 
pitched game of years was played 
at Sportsman's Park yesterday 
afternoon and Parmelee did the 
Cardinal half of the hurling. He 
was the victorious combatant, and 
he gained the triumph at the ex- 
pense of another of the game’s best 
~arl Hubbell, ace of the New 
York Giant staff. 

Parmelee, apparently beaten at 
one stage of the 17-inning diamond 
struggle, deserved the victory. He 
held the slugging Giants to six hits, 
well scattered over the long jour- 
ney. Not once during the game did 
the enemy make two hits to an 
inning, and the only run that was 
scored against the broad-shouldered, 
stout-hearted but mild-mannered 
and modest right-hander material- 
ized because of a hase on balls that 
was followed by a sacrifice and a 
line single by the powerful Hank 
Leiber. 

That run was scored in the 
twelfth inning and the crowd of 
3700 customers, on edge as one 
thrill followed another, sagged in 
obvious gloom at the imminent 
prospect of Parmelee losing such 
a brilliantly pitched game. 


Cards Got Mad About It. 


But the customers were not the 
only ones who felt that way about 
it. The Cardinals bristled with re- 
sentment, at foriune and at them- 
selves, for not being able to get as 
much as one run for such a hurler. 
Capt. Leo Durocher became the 
spokesman for the Gas House Gang 
as the run crossed the plate. 

“That's just one run, Bud,” he 
barked, “Bear down on the next 
two hitters and we'll get that one 
back.” 

That sounded like a rash boast. 

But Parmelee is.not one to quit 
under damaging fire, and he made 
that the only run of the inning and 
of the game for the Giants. And in 
their half the Cardinals did get 
that Durocher-promised run. 
' With one out, Joe Medwick lined 
& single to center, Johnny Mize 
then hit-a short looping fly to right. 
Mel Ott dashed in az though to try 
for a shoestring catch, but de- 
cided to play it safe. He stopped, 
but he was tod close to gauge the 
Bounce of the ball and’ it caromed 
@gainst his body and rolled a few 
yards away. Medwick, taking the 
risk of a sizable lead off first, was 
able to reach third, and Mize, also 
alert, slid safely into second. 

Giants converged on the pitching 
mound for one of their frequent 
huddies. Virgil Davis was passed 
intentionally, filling the bases. 
Stuart Martin was called from the 
bull pen to run for Mize, for the 
run on second was potentially the 
winning one. 

Charley Gelbert Delivers. 

Charley Gelbert came through 
with a single to right and Medwick 
trotted happily home with the tying 
run, but Ott fielded the ball smart- 
ly, made a perfect throw to the 
plate and Stuart Martin was out 
by such a wide margin that he 
didn't even bother to slide, an omis- 
sion which seemed to irritate sev- 
eral members of the Gas House 
Gang no little. 

Already the contest had contained 
a bargain portion of thrills, but it 
all was nothing compared to the 
excitement as the teams fought 
through five more innings, against 
each other and against the length- 
ening shadows. 

But finally, as the shadows were 
stretching from grandstand to 
bleacher, and the umpires were 
scanning the skies to measure the 
diminishing visibility, the nerves of 
the Giants, who usually do not do 
their annual accordion act until 
September, became badly frayed. 

Virgil Davis did much of the 
fraying as he whacked a double 
down the right field line to start 
the seventeenth inning.

Player Should Always Study 
Opponent’s Serve in Tennis 


Match, Mrs. Moody Declares

In analyzing a prospective opponent’s game, as you watch the 


player in action you first notice the serve. 


Whether it is fast or not, 


what spin it carries, how it bounds and in what direction it “breaks.” 
Whether there is a favorite spot for its placement, how much slower 


the second serve is than the first. 


Then you notice the ground strokes. 


Their speed, whether they are, as a-.rule, placed deep in the court, or 


whether they fall short of the baseline. 


What their usual trajectory is, 


How they bound. Where they are usually placed. There. is always a 
certain amount of repetition in every game. 


It is usually not difficult to tell 
whether a player is better on her 
forehand or on her backhand, or 
which she prefers to hit. Does the 
player go to the ous 
net willingly or 
unwillingly, and; | 
when there, are 7g 
her volleys decis-% 
ive.

There can be as much strength in 
the latter type of strategy as in the 
former. 

It Made Lacoste Great. 

A player who illustrated this 
point was Rene Lacoste—the tennis 
player’s player. The strength of 
his game was so tremendous in its 
policy of non-aggression that many 
onlookers found it tiresome _ to 
watch. They, by feeling this way, 
paid him the highest compliment 
that there is in tennis, without 
knowing that they did so. 

One can complete the picture 
that one has formed of a player's 


| 


game beforehand when actually 
playing against him. An experi- 
enced player should be able to 
form a complete mental picture of 
an opponet’s game after having 
played against him once or twice. 
What appeared in the play of Mlle. 
Lenglen as an almost superhuman 
gift for anticipation, may have been 
largely an expression of her abil- 
ity to analyze a game and to photo- 
graph it indelibly upon her mind. 

No doubt, in the games of such 
players as Lenglen, Tilden and La- 
coste the talents for analyzation 
and anticipation are inextricably 
bound together. 


Past Experience Helps. 


In spite of my former slowness 
in realizing the value of analyza- 
tion in tennis, I am able now in my 
mind to carry on a future match 
with an opponent of the past, with 
rallies, shots, serves and situations 
which are in keeping with the play 
characteristic of his game. It ex- 
ercises the imagination and helps 
to review the impressions that one 
has gathered through past experi- 
ence. 


It is hardly necessary to point out 
that other players’ games like one’s 
own, have certain fundamental 
characteristics which never change 
—in spite of the fact that their 
play improves or becomes less de- 
cisive. These special characteris- 
tics of play belong just as much to 
the individual player as does his 
own character and personality. In 
fact, they may be said to be one, 
for what is a game, except an ex- 
pression on the part of the player, 
of himself.

FRENCH COMMUNISTS’ PRICE 
FOR SUPPORT OF GOVERNMENT 


New Administration Must Carry Out Pro- 
gram of “Popular Front,” Leader 
Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, April 30.— With indica- 


tions pointing to a Leftist increase 
in the Chamber of Deputies, Mau- 
rice Thorez, secretary-general of 
the Communist Party, said today 
that a new Government inclined 
more to the left than the present 
one would have Communist sup- 
port if it would carry out the min- 
imum program of the “Popular 
Front.” 

This program, drafted by a com- 
mittee representing 10 left wing 
party organizations and trade 
union federations, falls under three 
heads: Defense of freedom, de- 
fense of peace, and economic mea- 
sures. : 

The first includes the dissolu- 
tion and disarmament of semi-mili- 
tary leagues, strengthening of li- 


bel laws, and. “purification of pub- 
lic life” through regulating the 
outside income of legislators. 

The defense of peace includes 
advocacy of international limita- 
tion and reduction of armament, 
repudiation of secret diplomacy, 
and adjustment of treaties. 

The economic program calls for 
the creation of a national unem- 
ployment fund, reduction of work- 
ing hours, public works and nation- 
al marketing boards for agricul- 
ture. 


The program would replace the 
present regency council of the 
Bank of France with an economic 
council, representing government, 
industry, labor and agriculture. 
The Governor of the Bank of 
France would have increased pow- 
ers. 


SWEEPSTAKES IS THIRD 
BIGGEST IRISH INDUSTRY 


Largely Due to $15,000,000 
Sent Annually From 
Patrons in U. &. 


By the Associated Press. 

DUBLIN, Ireland, April 30.—Res- 
idents of the United States send be- 
tween $15,000,000 and $20,000,000 an- 
nually to the Irish Hospital Sweep- 
stakes for tickets in the spring, 


summer and autumn drawings. The 
sweepstakes has become Ireland's 


third largest industry in point of 
direct employment. 

Statistics show about half of the 
5,000,000 or so tickets sold for each 
tri-annual drawing go to the Unit- 
ed States. Most of these are sold 
in Manhattan, the Bronx, Brooklyn, 
Long Island City and Pennsylvania. 


In recognition of this support, 
the promoters made _ the recent 
grand national sweeps drawing al- 
most an American affair, with 
American eagles, seals of the 18 
states, models of New York’s sky- 
line and American costumes used 
in the stage setting. 

Only half of this goes back as 
prizes. The remainder pays exX- 
penses and remuneration of pro- 
moters, Government taxes and hos- 
pital benefits. 

More *than $250,000,000 has been 
paid into the sweepstakes since its 
inception in 1930. 

Out of this sum, $152,566,465 has 
been returned in prizes and $46,- 
200,955 has been paid to 50 Irish 
hospitals. That leaves more than 
$50,000,000 for promoters, taxes and 
expenses. 

Since the British Government 
slammed Engliand’s doors to the 
sale or advertising of lottery tick- 
ets two years ago, the promoters 
have turned more and more to the 
United States for their market. 

Promoters are lavish in discuss- 
ing the details of how the drawing 
itself is conducted; how painstak- 
ingly honest precautions are taken 
to mix and shuffle the counterfoils, 
but details of how the tickets are 
distributed in the United States in 
such, amazing quantities, how the 
money reaches Ireland and how the 
counterfoils are returned are not 
given out. 


HEARST APPEALS DECISION 
IN FIGHT OVER TELEGRAMS 


Publisher Asks for Prompt Review 
of Denial of Writ Against Senate 
Lobby Committee.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst carried his 
fight against the Senate lobby in- 
vestigating committee to a higher 
court yesterday. Elisha Hanson, 
Hearst’s attorney, filed a petition in 
the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals asking for a special and 
prompt review of the District of 
Columbia Supreme Court’s refusal 
to grant an injunction to restrain 
the committee from seizing the 
publisher's telegrams. 

“Delay would affect petitioner's 
constitutional rights,” the appeal 
said, “and result in serious injury.” 

Chief Justice Wheat of the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court; dismissed the 
petition for an injunction, the peti- 
tion said, “solely because his view 
of the Constitution is that he has 
no jurisdiction toe restrain the mem- 
bers of a Senate committee from 
committing any acts even if those 
acts be in flagrant violation of the 
first, the fourth and fifth amend- 
ments of the Constitution.”

$1,000,000 ROYAL YACHT 
OF SIAM IS TO BE SOLD 


Boy Ruler Being Educated in Swit- 
zerland Has Made Little Use 
of Boat Moored in River.

BANGKOK, Siam, April 30.—The 
royal yacht, built in Japan in 1919 
at a cost of more than $1,000,000, 
is to be sold by permission of Siam's 
boy ruler King Ananda Mahidol, 
on the ground that its upkeep is 


wasteful expenditure. 

Little use has been made of the 
yacht. In recent years it has been 
moored in the river near Bang- 
kok. Its sale will be a further step 
in the stringent economies being ef- 
fected in royal household expendi- 
tures. ' 

With the 10-year-old King in 
Switzerland being educated, the 
Finance Ministry has cut royal ex- 
penditures to 1,012,330 tes (about 
$500,000 normal exchange) for the 
budget year beginning in April. 
This compares with an average of 
$3,400,000. for the royal household 
during the reign of King Prajadhi- 
pok and budgets as high as $5,500,- 
000 while King Vajiravudh was on 
the throne. 

The royal: household itself, for- 
merly a ministry, has now been 
reduced to a minor department. The 
royal palace guards have been abol- 
ished and other economies effected. 
These savings are expected to re- 
duce taxes. 


MARSHAL PETAIN CRITICISES 
FRANCE’S PACT WITH SOVIET 


Says “We Are Going to Repent 
Offering Hand to Communism” 
—Praises Croix de Feu.

PARIS, April 30.—Marshal Henri 
Phillippe Petain said in an inter- 
view published today by Le Journal 
that the French-Soviet Mutual As- 
sistance Pact was responsible for

enemy of France and of liberty, the 
marshal spoke in praise of Col.

DOUBLE DECKED, STREAMLINED 
PASSENGER TRAIN IN GERMANY 


Two Coathes to Carry 300 Persons; 
Control in Rear Enables Re- 
turn Trip Backwards. 


HAMBURG, April 30.— Germany 
has turned out the world’s first 
double decked streamlined passen- 
ger train, 

German technicians designed two 
coaches to seat a total of 300 per- 
sons, and a locomotive which will 
pull them at 75 miles an hour. Two 
additional cars can be added, it is 
said, without loss of speed. Recent 
tryouts were termed “successful.” 

The double seating capacity of 
the new coaches, which are little 
higher than the ordinary sleeping 
car, was accomplished by building 
each compartment deeper and near- 
er the rails. 

A separate driving station in the

KING FUAD BURIED 
N ROYAL MOSQUE 


Planes Circle Over Wailing 
Procession in Which No 
Women Participate.

CAIRO, April 30.—King Fuad fI, 
Egypt's first constitutional mon- 
arch, was buried in the royal 
mosque today after being borne 
from Abdin Palace on a gun car 
riage through the heart of the capi- 
tal. 

Two squadrons of Egyptian Army, 
planes circled over the procession, 
in which no women participated, 
the roar of the motors mingling 
with the wailing cries: “The King 
is dead, long live the King.” 

As the cortege reached the 


Mosque, it halted while seven sacri- 
ficial bulls were slaughtered in the 
roadway in fulfilment of a burial 
rite dating from the Pharoahs. The 
meat was distribyted to the poor. 

Fifty women, Airaped in biack 
from head to foot, set up a piercing 
funeral chant as the coffin was car- 

ried into the Mosque. 

Crowds were packed six deep on 
each side of Cairo streets as King 
Fuad's body was taken through the 
capital. A 2i-gun salute echoed 
through the city. Infantry and cav- 
alry units accompanied the gun 
carriage drawn by six black horses, 
Members of the diplomatic corps, 
Government officials and Egyptian 
Princes participated in the funeral 
procession. 

The coffin was draped in the 
Egyptian flag, on which a crown 
was embroidered. The monarch’s 
sword of silver and gold was fast- 
ened at the side of the royal jew~- 
eled chain of office, wrapped about 
the head of the coffin. 

Ten thousand persons participat- 
ed in a memorial parade at Alex~ 
andria, where, in accordance with 
custom, the lights of shops, auto- 
mobiles and street cars were turned 
on, even in the broad daylight.

Frankly stating it had in mind 
the apparent mandate of Congress 
mn the Vinson-Trammell treaty- 
navy act of “a navy second to 
none,” the Appropriations Commit- 
tee said its bill would add to funds 
otherwise available to give the navy 
$592,237,707 during the 1937 fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 

The bill's total was $49,337,328 
above the 1936 appropriations of 
$481,731,379 but $18,522,592 under the 
$549,591,299 budget estimates. 

What Is Provided For. 

The bill allowed $168,500,000 for 
continuing construction on 84 ves- 
gels‘ of various types, exclusive of 
battleships, and laying down 12 new 
destroyers and six new submarines. 
This leaves 23 destroyers and eight 
submarines unprovided for that 
may be built under existing agree- 
ments. 

Provision also was made for 333 
@ more airplanes for the regular navy, 
but two non-figid airships were dis- 
allowed. 

The bill authorized raising the 
naval enlisted strength from 93,500 
to 100,000, with 3000 to be added the 
next year, and increasing the Ma- 
tine Corps enlisted strength from 
16,000 to 17,000 with 500 to be taken 
in during the year.

BUDGET FOR BRITISH NAVY 
INCREASED TO $401,000,000 


Supplementary Estimate Requesting 
Additional Appropriation of 
$51,500,000 Sent to Parliament. 

LONDON, April 30.—The British 
Navy requires an additional appro- 
priation by Parliament of £10,300,000 
(about $51,500,000), the admiralty 
announced today_in a supplement- 
ary estimate. 


Viscount Monsell, first lord of | 


the admiralty, said in an accom- 
panying statement that the esti- 
mate provided for beginning a new 
naval construction program during 
this year. 

The program proposed for 1936 
includes building of two capital 
ships and five cruisers—two of the 
Southampton class and three of a 
smaller type of about 5000 tons— 
nine destroyers, one aircraft car- 
rier, four submarines and a num- 
ber of smaller vessels. Four cruis- 
ers of the Hawkins class, which 
were to have been scrapped under 
the London naval treaty, will be re- 
tained. 

The estimate for work on the 
naval base at Singapore, British 
island at the southern tip of the 
Malay peninsula, was increased 
from £8,693,000 (about $43,465,000). 
to £10,661,000 (about $53,305,000). 

The admiratly, in its original es- 
timates, issued March 4, announced 
it would ask Parliament for an ap- 
propriation of £69,930,000 (about 
$349,650,000) to run the Navy dur- 
ing 1936. 


KING FUAD BURIED 
IN ROYAL MOSQUE 


Planes Circle Over Wailing 
Procession in Which No 
Women Participate. 


By the Associated Press, 

CAIRO, April 30.—King Fuad I, 
Egypt's first constitutional mon- 
arch, was buried in the royal 
mosque today after being borne 
from Abdin Palace on a gun car 
riage through the heart of the capi- 
tal. 

Two squadrons of Egyptian Army, 
planes circled over the procession, 
in which no women participated, 
the roar of the motors mingling 
with the wailing cries: “The King 
is dead, long live the King.” 

As the cortege reached the 


Mosque, it halted while seven sacri- 
ficial bulls were slaughtered in the 
roadway in fulfilment of a burial 
rite dating from the Pharoahs. The 
meat was distribyted to the poor. 

Fifty women, Airaped in black 
from head to foot, set up a piercing 
funeral chant as the coffin was car- 

ried into the Mosque. 

Crowds were packed six deep on 
each side of Cairo streets as King 
Fuad’s body was taken through the 
capital. A 2i-gun salute echoed 
through the city. Infantry and cav- 
alry units accompanied the gun 
carriage drawn by six black horses, 
Members of the diplomatic corps, 
Government officials and Egyptian 
Princes participated in the funeral 
procession. 

The coffin was draped in the 
Egyptian flag, on which a crown 
was embroidered. The monarch’'s 
sword of silver and gold was fast- 
ened at the side of the royal jew- 
eled chain of office, wrapped about 
the head of the coffin. 

Ten thousand persons participat- 
ed in a memorial parade at Alex~- 
andria, where, in accordance with 
custom, the lights of shops, auto- 
mobiles and street cars were turned 
on, even in the broad daylight. 

The new monarch, the 16-year 
old Farouk, who left London today 
for Cairo, was represented in the 
military procession by Premier Ali 
Pasha Maher. 

The late King’s instructions for 
formation of a regency council, to 
guide the rule of the new monarch 
for two years, will be submitted to 
the Parliament at the end of May,

not, be balanced. Once the process starts and the printing 
presses begin, it is next to impossible to stop. As prices 
skyrocket, government expenses mount more rapidly 
than tax revenues and the budget becomes progressively 
more hopelessly out of balance forcing the printing 
presses to run more rapidly until finally the currency is 
worth less than the paper on which it is printed. The 
classic example of printing press inflation took place in 
Germany following the World War. Austria, France, the 
United States and many other countries have experienced 
one or more such inflations.

But 
if the budget cannot be balanced, if government expendi- 
tures cannot be held within revenues, and if the govern- 
ment credit is destroyed, then uncontrollable currency 
inflation is inevitable. Balancing the budget is not a 
matter of political policy, it is not a matter of parties 
or of partisanship—it is an economic necessity—it is the 
most important problem before the country. 

In pointing out the importance of a balanced budget 
we speak for several thousand beneficiaries of trust ¢s- 
tates who would be among the first victims of destructive

A serious shortage has been 
reported in the accounts of a previously 
honored and trusted officer, who has 
since resigned. The great majority of 
the people of this county want a thor- 
ough audit made and all “dead cats” dis- 
covered and-removed, the offices where 
they are found disinfected and renovated 
and the methods of doing the county's 
business put on a sound basis, however 
long it may be necessary to go back to 
accomplish this. Not all apparent dis- 
ecrepancies are the result of dishonesty, 
and where the reported shortage results 
from a difference of opinion as to what 
are proper charges, no final conclusion 
should be reached until all the facts are 
in and both sides are heard, Mistakes 
should be corrected, but intentional 
wrongdoing cannot be tolerated. 

If the whole truth is made known, it 
will clear the innocent; the guilty should 
not be protected. 

Our State Auditor, Forrest Smith, and 
his employes are performing a most val- 
uable public service that has long been 
needed. His motives should not be im- 
pugned nor his work discredited, unless 
there is absolute proof that he is being 
unfair. He has the reputation of being 
an honest, courageous, efficient public of- 
ficer, and the fact that he has been dis- 
closing shortages in the accounts of Dem- 
ocratic as well as Republican officials 
tends to prove him worthy of this repu- 
tation.

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HOW MUCH LONGER? 

After reading the grand jury report relating to the 
fee-grabbing system in St. Louis County, one won- 
ders how much longer the citizens of the county are 
going to take it on the chin. How many county scan- 
dals make an aroused electorate? Even apart from 
the scandals, which in recent years have come so 
fast they tumble over one another's heels, for how 
many years longer is the county going to tolerate a 
form of government designed to serve a sparsely set- 
tled agricultural community? The county has more 
than 200,000 population now, and it is growing rap- 
idly, but the manner of its administration differs 
only in degree from that in the most remote parts of 
the Ozarks. 

Under cover of a system by which many county 
elected officials operate independently of any central 
policy-making body, the county annually is milked of 
an untold sum of money. These officials collect fees 
for the services of their departments, help themselves 
to amounts measured largely by the extent of their 
greed and send whatever is left to the treasury. Here, 
the grand jury reports, is “one outstanding cause 
contributing to county bankruptcy.” As of the end 
of this year, the county will have an estimated deficit 
of $600,000. 3 

An attempt to limit the “take” of county officials 
was made by the Legislature in 1929, when a law 
was passed limiting Sheriffs to $5000 a year, Col- 
lectors to $4000, Assessors $3000, etc. But alert 
St. Louls County politicians obtained a change in the 
law making it inapplicable to them. Therefore, fee 
offices fall under the State Constitution, providing 
for a maximum jncome of $10,000 a year. This per- 
mits some county office-holders to draw more than 
the Governor or the Judges of the State Supreme 
Court. 

It would be supposed that the men who run fee 
offices would be satisfied with so handsome an emol- 
ument: instead, they have contrived means to in- 
crease it. On the specious theory that certain du- 
ties they perform were not imposed on their offices 
when first established many years ago, they take 
special fees for such duties, running®their incomes 
far above the maximum $10,000 figure. In an effort 
to give the appearance of legality to the practice, 
they obtain opinions from lawyers which purport to 
justify them. 

Of course, the fee system itself is obsolete. There 
is no reason why a county government, any more 
than a private business, should have a dozen or more 
independent fiscal agents, whose accounts, such as 
they are, are not subject to the supervision of a cen- 
tral fiscal authority. It is as though every employe 
of a circus were authorized to receive paid admis- 
sions, deduct what he thinks he should have for him- 
self, and remit the remainder, if any, to the box 
office. 

Looking toward the ultimately complete reforma- 
tion of the county government, the grand jury rec- 
ommends these proposals for immediate action: It 
would abolish all fee offices and place all officials 
on fixed salaries; it would create a modern and ade- 
quate system of accounting for all county funds 
and departments; it would improve the procedure 
relative to collection of the county’s revenues and 
provide for all expenditures under a strictly observed 
budget plan; it would consolidate departments and 
functions under more orderly administrative proced- 
ure with trained personnel. 

These are all desirable objectives, but they cannot 
be obtained without a fight. The county politicians 
are not going to give up their juicy prerogatives 
without a struggle. It therefore devolves upon the 
citizens to unite in a campaign similar to that cele- 
brated one a few years ago which resulted in the re- 
peal of the iniquitous Ralph sewer law. 

Until they do so, they may expect a continuance of 
the putrid conditions now existing: of the spectacle 
of the county’s million-dollar hospital being used as 
a reservoir of patronage; of the county’s school funds 
being lent to politicians and their friends, who have 
been permitted to default in payment both of prin- 
cipal and interest; of hundreds of saloons and tav- 
erns running without paying proper licenses; of pub- 
lic officials who leave office and take their books 
with them, making it impossible for accountants to 
check their performance; of inefficiency, corruption 
and maladministration. 

How much longer, we repeat, are county citizens 
going to take it on the chin? 
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GEN. JOHNSON’S CRUSADE. 

Gen: Hugh 8S. Johnson long has urged a census of 
unemployed persons. As he points out, the first 
requisite to intelligent treatment of the problem is 
to know how many persons are out of work. Draw- 
ing on his experience with the draft in 1917-18, Gen. 
Johnson has worked out a scheme of registration, of 
local boards and of renewable cards, all based on a 
simple questionnaire, which will, in seven days, give 
an accurate picture of unemployment’ at small cost, 
and then will correct it every 60 days. 

Gen. Johnson is justified in reiterating his con- 
tention in his daily column. Other writers, of all 
shades of political thought, are joining in the de- 
mand. It is paradoxical and baffling that, with all 
the talk and effort devoted to unemployment relief, 
we do not even know how many unemployed there 
are. The Government spends millions on all sorts 
of surveys and made work, but strangely avoids the 
important matter of an unemployment census. Gen. 
Johnson is enlisted in a sound cause. May he gain 
many allies and win the battle! 
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Someone has figured it out that Uncle Sam is tak- 
ing 30 cents out of every dollar for taxes. The old 
usurer. 


REGAL FIRSTS. 

Haile Selassie seems to have lived down his whol- 
ly unnecessary designation as- Haile Selassie I, which 
he bore when the Ethiopian war was young.

TWO GOVERNORS. 

News Item—Continued relief was assured by 
the vote of the General Assembly to extend the 
life of the State's Emergency Relief Commission 
to July 1... . Whether or not the Legislature 
provides additional funds for relief, the commis- 
sion will still have $2,000,000 monthly allotment 
from the State sales tax to distribute for relief 
purposes. 

The date line on that item is Springfield, I11., not 
Jefferson City, Mo. The Illinois Legislature is in 
special session, called by Gov. Horner for the spe- 
cific purpose of dealing with the relief problem.

bility! 
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EASTERN RAILROADS SURRENDER. 

The Eastern railroads have accepted “under pro- 
test” the Interstate Commerce Commission’s order 
cutting passenger rates to 2 cents a mile. Whatever 
the outcome of the projected court appeal, the ob- 
jecting lines’ compliance, although grudging, is a 
wise move. It opens the way for a thorough test in 
the East of a device by which Western and South- 
ern lines have greatly increased their business. Even 
if the courts decide against the ICC (an unlikely 
event), enough time will have been given to demon- 
strate the value of a plan whose results, in the light 
of experience and in the opinion of the ICC majority 
and Co-ordinator Eastman, are virtually a foregone 
conclusion, 

The case of the protesting lines was materially 
weakened because the Baltimore & Ohio, an impor- 
tant and well-managed railroad, favored the decrease 
and refused to join in the objections. The other lines 
have taken the attitude that they are compelled to 
accede now because they must meet the competition 
of reduced B. & O. rates. In a larger sense, the com- 
petition they are compelled to meet is not that of 
one railroad, but that of the widespread and growing 
automobile and bus transportation systems. Only a 
drastic reduction, to bring rail travel costs down to 
the price range of these-competitors, will serve to 
fill the empty passenger coaches and turn deficits 
into profits. 

The episode offers an explanation of the plight of 
the railroads: the disinclination of these Eastern 
lines to depart from precedent and adopt new meth- 
ods, without being virtually forced into the step, that 
give every indication of helping their recovery. 
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AN OLIVE BRANCH? 

Not only the decision of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce to survey the opportunities for new 
employment in industry but also the address by Pres- 
ident Harper Sibley to the chamber’s annual con- 
vention at Washington denotes a growing awareness 
on the part of industry that unemployment is the 
great hurdle on the road to prosperity. It shows 
a recognition, moreover, of the heavy and continuing 
responsibility placed on industry by unemployment. 

Mr. Sibley’s speech, though implicit in it is sharp 
criticism of measures that would regiment business, 
is noticeably lacking in the heat which marked 
the session of the chamber a year ago and which fe- 
sulted in a virtually all-inclusive denunciation of 
New Deal measures. 

Remarking that the recent gains in employment 
do not justify “the complacent assumption that in 
time all will be well,” the head of the chamber points 
to unemployment as a “challenge to the resourceful- 
ness of business,” and, indeed, to “the intelligence of 
all citizens.” He sees the problem of unemployment 
as far too serious “to be weighed in the light of 
controversial exaggeration and magnified self-inter- 
est.” That's not merely talking sound common sense; 
it is talking it in a way that invites to co-operation, 
rather than recrimination, among labor, capital and 
the Government. 
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MILITARY TRAINING FOR COMMERCIAL PILOTS. 

It is an ironic fact that, while Government subsi- 
dies to aviation are justifiable only by considerations 
of national defense, the national defense is not being 
served by the air lines. For one thing, their planes 
are not designed with the view of convertibility into 
bombers and other war machines, although they could 
be so designed without difficulty. It would be pos- 
sible to plan planes in such a way that, in case of 
emergency, they could be quickly provided with bomb 
compartments and with machine guns, without sac- 
rificing their commercial efficiency. For another 
thing, the training of commercial pilots tends to the 
development of caution, whereas the training for 
army flyers is quite the opposite. 

In order partly to bridge the gap which now exists, 
Representative James M. Mead of New York has in- 
troduced a bill stipulating that air transport pilots 
be commissioned as officers in a separate aviation 
unit, to be known as the Air Line Pilots’ Reserve, and 
that each year these pilots take a course of military 
training of one month’s duration. “This bill,” says 
Mr. Mead, “would make it possible for these pilots 
to keep posted on latest military developments and 
enable the United States to tap this source of supply 
in time of emergency. With the training that they 
already have, these pilots could start out with a fleet 
of bombers, travel long distances to reach their ob- 
jective with unerring skill and precision, regardless 
of the weather—whether snow, rain or fog—that 
might intervene.” 

As it is, while many air transport pilots have army 
training in their background, the quickly-changing 
aspects of military aviation make it impossible for 
them to keep up. In case of war, much valuable time 
would have to be wasted in bringing these pilots up 
to date on military methods, or they would have to 
be used for semi-military purposes. If Mr. Mead’s 
bill is passed, it will mean that we will have 650 of 
the best pilots In the country ready for instant duty. 

It would seem the course of prudence to bring this 
situation about.

A Plan for Reforming Court Procedure 


Viewing great need for overhauling Missouri court procedure, St. Louis U. law 
professor says State Supreme Court’and not Legislature is logical body to remedy 
situation; from viewpoints of both legality and practicality, he urges this step; 
asserts that Judges are better fitted than are lawmakers to draw up new rules. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE day arrived long ago when the pro- 
T codurai law of this State needed to be 

drastically reformed. Who does not stand 
aghast at the idea that one accused of par- 
ticular crimes cannot be released on bond 
before conviction, but can be thus set free 
after conviction? What logic or common 
sense is there to that? The time has come 
for a thoroughgoing reformation of meth- 
ods of trial procedure. 

How can this best be effected? My thesis 
is that our Supreme Court Justices, with the 
help of the ablest procedural lawyers of this 
State, are the proper persons to undertake 
this task, so important to our citizens, and 
that they have the authority to do this either 
with or without legislative consent. 

There is no doubt that courts may make 
special rules for procedure in cases coming 
before them, if there are no statutory laws 
regulating procedure, or if they are not in- 
consistent with existing legislative enact- 
ments relating to adjective law. Thus, it has 
been said that the power of a court to frame 
rules for the proper conduct of its business 
is an inherent one. Judges have declared 
that the power of a court to regulate prac- 
tice before it exists without the aid of stat- 
utes. However, it must be admitted that it 
has been stated many times that rules of 
court are subservient to a statutory mandate 
on matters covered by such rules.

Can the Legislature of a state abandon to 
the courts the rule-making power? If such 
a Legislature refuses to turn over to the 
courts the entire rule-making business, have 
these courts the power to assume that func- 
tion without such legislative consent? 

The answer to the first question is deter, 
mined by the answer to another inquiry. Is 
there an unconstitutional delegation of legis- 
lative authority when a Legislature gives to 
the courts of its state the business of mak- 
ing all the rules relating to trial proced- 
ure? The correct reply is clearly in the 
negative. Ever since there have been rec- 
ords of English laws, courts have passed 
some rules of procedure. Legislative bodies 
have always permitted this. It is certainly 
not an exclusively legislative function. The 
result is that, at least in part, the right of 
courts to make procedural rules has been 
recognized. 

But let us presume that the Legislature is 
not responsive to the suggestion that the 
courts, not it, should frame procedural rules. 
That may well be the attitude which the 
Missouri lawmakers will take What can 
be done? An effort might be made to 
arouse the State’s voters to their plight and 
to get them to demand of their representa- 
tives that the latter permit the courts to 
fashion the rules of procedure. This, ad- 
mittedly, would be a long, hard, but not 
necessarily impossible, task. Is there a bet- 
ter way out of the situation? Yes. 

The courts can, and should, under such 
circumstances, assert their inherent power, 
and state that they will reassume their 
ancient prerogative of making all rules gov- 
erning their proceedings. Numerous capa- 
ble and recognized authorities state that 
they can legally do this. 

We next encounter another question: Can 
the highest judicial tribunal of a state pro- 
mulgate rules of procedure for other courts 
in the state? Although there is some opin- 
ion to the contrary, there is eminent author- 
ity to the effect that it can. The usual, 
and certainly a cogent, reasen given for this 
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conclusion is that the Supreme Court is 
given superintending control over all inferi- 
or courts. 


To the writer, it seems certain that, from 


the legal angle, the courts have the power 
to make rules of practice which are incon- 
sistent with legislative enactments, and that 
the highest court of a governmental unit 
may make such rules for all courts over 
which it has supervisory power, as well as 
for itself. 

From the viewpoint of practicality, as well 
as from the legal one, every valid argument 
points toward ‘giving to the courts, rather 
than to the Legislatures, the work of cre- 
ating rules of court. 

. a + 

The courts are responsible for the enforce- 
ment of court procedure, and are blamed 
for injustices resulting from improper rules. 

They, not the Legislatures, should, there- 
fore, have the authority to make the rules. 

Procedural rules need to be flexible. They 
should be easily amendable. Flexibility can 
be more readily attained by having the rules 
made by courts, for legislative rules cannot 
be easily amended, because legislative ses- 
sions are infrequent, overcrowded with busi- 
ness and of limited duration. Courts are in 
session most of the time. A legislative rule 
of court cannot be suspended when it will 
operate unjustly, but a rule of court can be. 

Legislative enactments of procedural! rules 
are, at least often, if not usually, carelessly 
drawn. If they happen to be carefully 
drawn, they are likely to be carelessly 
changed in committee or on the floor. In- 
sufficient consideration is often given to 
procedural statutes before enactment. All 
this leads to much litigation over the mean- 
ing of procedural statutes. Courts, and those 
aiding them in the drafting of court rules, 
would go painstakingly about their duty of 
framing them. 

Lawmakers have not, in many instances, 
the expert knowledge essential to the mak- 
ing of proper rules of procedure. Judges 
are in a better position than legislators to 
know and to appreciate the practical prob- 
lems of the administration of justice. Edson 
R. Sunderland, an outstanding procedural 
lawyer, says that, normally, Legislatures are 
timid about making important procedural 
changes, because they lack technica] infor- 
mation. They are inclined to leave the sub- 
ject alone or to busy themselves with med- 
dlesome changes in minor bills, which can 
be easily passed with little debate. 

Again, politics plays a part in legislative 
enactments. Legislators may vote for or 
against a bill to favor someone else, or to 
get others to vote for measures which they 
desire to get passed. This is only a sug- 
gestion of what effect politics may have 
when Legislatures control rules of procedure. 
It does not lead to just results.

Orchestra Leader Receives Tu- 
-multous Ovation at New 
York Program.

NEW YORK, April 30.—Arturo 


Toscanini, principal conductor of 
the New York Philharmonic-Sym- 
phony society for the last 11 years, 
received a tumultous ovation last 
night when he conducted his final 
concert in the United States at 
Carnegie Hall. 

Still vigorous at 69, he will sail 
Saturday for Paris, with concerts 
there, in Salzburg, in Palestine and 
possibly in Egypt during the rest 
of this year. 

Members of the distinguished 
audience stood in their seats at the 
end of the Beethoven and Wagner 
program clamoring for more. 

The ovation for Toscanini was 
ended abruptly when a photograph- 
er snapped a flash bulb in his face 
as he turned to take a bow. Tos- 
canini hurried from the stage, de- 
clining to acknowledge further ap- 
plause. A few intimate visited him 
in his dressing room and reported 
he had been momentarily blinded. 

Hundreds had stood in line 
throughout ‘the day, most of them 
in a vain effort to obtain the 190 
tickets for standing room which 
went on sale shortly before the 
concert began. 

Police were needed later to clear 
a path through the throngs that 
waited to cheer Toscanini when he 
emerged on his way to a hotel to 
play host to a party to the orches- 
tra which he had conducted in 429 
concerts in the United States and 
23 in Europe during the il-year 
period. . 

At Toscanini’s wish the $23,750 in 
proceeds from the concert went to 
the orchestra, doormen, ushers and 
staff personnel and the pension 
funds of the Carnegie Hall and 
symphony society. 

Jascha Heifetz, the violinist, was 
soloist, playing the Beethoven con- 
certo.

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FEDERAL RESERVE 
REPORTS GENERAL 


GAIN IN BUSINESS 


Calls First Quarter Most 
Favorable in Many Re- 
spects Since Before De- 
pression Began. 


INCREASE IN MARCH 
INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT 


Heavy Goods Active—Re- 
tail and Wholesale Trade 
Up—Freight Traffic on 
Railroads Improves. 


Business improvement in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District, 
which slowed down during the cold 
weather in February, continued its 
upward trend in March and the 
first half of April, according to 
the monthly review of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis, issued 
today. 

The bank reported that business 
conditions during the first quarter 
of this year were more favorable in 
many respects than those during 
any like period since pre-depression 
times, 

Manufacturing output, except 
where affected by seasonal influ- 
ences, was greater in March than 
the output in February and in gen- 
eral was in excess of that in 
March, 1935. 

Activities in the heavy goods in- 
dustries, the report stated, gained 
in more than the seasonal amount 
during March and early April. 
Rural demand for iron and steel 
expanded measurably, the move- 
ment of building materials was in 
considerable volume, and consump- 
tion of electric current by indus- 
trial users was appreciably larger 
than consumption in February and 
that in March, 1935. The report 
ascribed a greater than seasonal 
@ecline in bituminous coal produc- 
tion largely to the unusually heavy 
output in January and February. 

Heavy Volume of Trade. 

Continued active demand for 
merchandise of all kinds, the re- 
port said, was reflected in the 
heavy volume of goods distributed 
both through wholesale and retail 
ehannels and the increase in rail- 
road freight traffic. Easter trade, 
it was noted, started slowly in ad- 
verse weather, but picked up 
quickly with the result that retail 
trade volume exceeded that of a 
year ago by a fair margin. 

March sales of wholesale and job- 
bing firms were reported as 20 per 
cent and 7 per cent greater, re- 
spectively, than sales in the preced- 
ing month and the like month a 
year earlier. 

Retail trade, as reflected by dol- 
lar value of sales by department

Dollar value of construction con- 
tracts let during March was 81 per 
cent more than the value in Febru- 
ary and 63 per cent above the total 
for March, 1935. 

The St. Louis Terminal Railway 
Association, handling interchanges 
for 28 connecting lines, inter- 
changed 87,029 loads in March 
against 82,007 in February and 75,- 
939 in March last year. Passenger 
traffic in March increased more 
than seasonally. Tonnage handled 
by the Federal Barge Line between 
St. Louis and New Orleans was 30 
per cent above that in March, 1935. 


Freezes Damage Crops. 

As to agricuture, however, the re- 
port said weather conditions dur- 
ing March and the first 10 days of 
April were distinctly unfavorable. 
Early April freezes did considerable 
damage to crops, particularly 
peaches and apples. The winter 
wheat crop, however, came through 
in good condition. © 

Conditions in individual indus- 
tries during March were reported 
as follows: 

Boots and Shoes—Following the 
seasonal trend, sales were greater 
than those in February but the in- 
crease of 26.9 per cent was consid- 
erably less than average. The in- 
crease over sales in March last year 
amounted to 1.7 per cent. ' 

Clothing—Sales were 36 per cent 
larger than those in February and 
22 per cent in excess of the total 
for March, 1935. Sales of work 
clothing, however, were reported 
below the volume a year ago. 

Druge and Chemicals—Following 
a consistent upward trend, sales 
were 10 per cent larger than sales 
in February and 11.8 per cent 
greater than in March last year. 


Dry Goods—Easter business was 
somewhat curtailed but improve- 
ments in other lines of merchan- 
dise resulted in sales increases of 
12.2 and 10.4 per cent, respectively, 
as compared with a month and a 
year earlier. 

Electrical Supplies — Sales were 
the largest for any March in the 
12-year period in which the Re- 
serve Bank has kept records. The 
month-to-month and yearly. in- 
creases were, respectively, 23.5 and 
9.5 per cent. 


Decrease tn Flour Output. 


mills totaled 187,242 barrels, against 
220,229 in February and 203,764 in 
March, 1935. Mill operations were 
atout 50 per cent of capacity. 

Furniture— Sales showed about 
the expected seasonal increase over 
February, 11 per cent, and for the 
sixteenth successive month were 
larger than those for the corre- 
sponding period a year earlier. The 
increase over sales in March last 
year was 12.5 per cent. 

Groceries—Increases of 12.8 and 
3.3 per cent were shown in the 
two comparisons. 

Hardware—The upward trend in 
effect for 18 monthe continued 
with increase of 29.4 and 13.4 per 
cent in the two comparisons, 

Iron and Steel — The industry 
earried forward the almost continu- 
ous improvement in effect since 
last autumn. Requirements of 
the automobile industry were out- 
standing and demand for building 
materials was large. Makers of 
farm implements reported the best 
first quarter in more than 10 years.

Origin of 


Mother’s Day 


A few years ago the American 
War Mothers undertook to deter- 
mine the origin of Mother's Day. 
They investigated several claims, 
tracing each to its source, and found 
that on February 7, 1904, a young 
college professor named Frank E. 
Hering had made an impassioned 
speech before the Eagle Lodge at 
South Bend, Indiana. In his speech 
the young professor traced all 
goodness of men to mother love, all 
advantages’ of civilization to the 
sacrifice of mothers. He urged that 
in every Eagle lodge one day be set 
aside each year in which men 
would make a point of paying spe- 
cial homage to their mothers. Later 
Senator Burkett of Nebraska tried 
to put through an act of congress 
making Mothers’ Day a national 
holiday but he was laughed down 
with derisive shouts of “how about 
a fathers’ day,” “why not have a 
mother-in-law’s day.” In 1914 Sen- 
ator Sheppard of Texas, proposed a 
similar act and it was passed 
without opposition. 

On May 9, 1914, President Wood- 
row Wilson issued a proclamation 
directing the government officials 
to display the United States flag on 
all government buildings and invit- 
ing the people to display the flag on 
their homes or other suitable places 
on the second Sunday of May as a 
“a public expression of our love and 
reverence for the Mothers of Our 
Country.”

“Father of Mother’s Day” 

In 1929, Frank E. Hering, who as 
the young professor 25 years before, 
had made the speech urging a 
Mother’s Day, was invited by the 
American War Mothers to be the 
principal speaker at the Mother's 
Day ceremonies at the Tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier in Arlington 
Cemetery. He was awarded a med- 
al and designated as “The Father 
of Mother's Day.”

SUICIDE VERDICT IN DEATH

A Coroner’s verdict of suicide 
was returned today into the death 
of Frank Chipman, 48 years old, 
who was found in a garage in the 
rear of the home of his father, 
Daniel W. Chipman, 4044 Washing- 
ton boulevard, yesterday, Chipman 

had been missing 10 days. 

The father testified at the inquest 
that his son had telephoned a maid 
at the home telling her he was in 
the city and would visit his fa- 
ther.

Chipman’s automobile, with the 
ignition on and the gasoline tank 
empty, was in the garage where 
he was found.

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OLD WORLD'S FAIR HOSPITAL 
BEING RAZED TO SAVE TAXES 


106-Keoom Building at Fourteenth 
and O'Falion Was Built 
in 1878. 

A 109-room, four-story building at 
the southeast corner of Fourteenth 
and O'Fallon streets, built in 1878 
as a Catholic hospital and used by 
the city as an emergency hospital 
during the World’s Fair, is being 
torn down by t owners to 
save taxes of a! sut $165 a year on 
the abandoned structure. 

The property was acquired in 1934 
by the Wymar Investment Co., a 
real estate holding corporation, 
which foreclosed a $1200 mortgage 
fdliowing the death of H. B. Hilde 
brand, who had bought the build- 
ing from the city about 1924 and 
operated it as a lodging house. Offi- 
cials of the Wymar concern said 
there are no plans at present for 
the site. 

Situated on property once owned 
by John Mullanphy and later deed- 
ed to the Jesuit order, the building 
was opened by the Franciscan Sis- 
ters in 1880 as the Pius Hospital.

He said that at the present time 
pilots were forbidden to take off, 
flying blind, unless they could es- 
tablish two-way radio communica- 
tion with the radio stations on the 
route they were to fly. Also, they 
were required to include in their 
flight plan alternate courses and 
alternate landing fields which could 
be used in the event of impossible 
weather conditions on their regular 
course. Pressed by Clark to say 
what the regulations specify in the 
event that a pilot’s two-way radio 
communication should fail while he 
was in the air and in the face of 
a ceiling so low that a landing 
would be forbidden under the bu- 
reau’s regulations, Vidal gave no 
definite answer. That, he implied, 
would be a problem which the pilot 
would have to meet with all the 
skill and ingenuity at his command 
and with full knowledge of the 
special circumstances prevailing. 

Earlier, and not in relation to this 
testimony, Martin had made a re- 
mark which would seem to have a 
definite bearing on the matter of 
stricter regulation. He said: “We 
are in the peculiar position of hav- 
ing to please a large number of 
people.” % 

Although he did not expand this 
he meant, obviously, the air line 
companies which depend on the bu- 
reau’s navigation aids.

“You may or may not be aware 
that many air line accidents are 
actually a result of a desire or 
urge to complete flights on sched- 
ules. Also, it is quite natura! that 
there is a comparison of pilots’ abil- 
ity not only among the pilots with- 
in their own air line organization 
but among air line organizations as 
well. The pilots’ jobs themselves 
are highly competitive. 

“Add to these factors the fact 
that the pilot’s pay is drastically 
reduced if most of the flights are 
not completed, the fact that the 
air line receives no revenue from 
either mail or passengers when the 
flight is canceled and the fact that 
aviation and the public demand 
progress, and we have developed, 
whether consciously or unconscious- 
ly, intentionally or unintentionally, 
an unconquerable, though admir- 
able urge to complete the flight if 
possible.” 

The bureau, it is plain, wants 
to help the companies to make 
“progress’”—that is to complete as 
many flights as possible. Stricter 
regulations woul¢c certainly inter- 
fere with that “urge” in many 
localities. This much appears clear 


as a result of the committee’s in- 
tensive efforts to produce 


some 


simple facts out of the mass of 
technical data accumulated thus 
far.

CHANGED LIFE IN SOUTHWEST 


Northern Arizona Museum Explorer 
Says Ruins of Villages Tell 
the Story. 

By the Associated Press. 


FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., April 30.—A 
23-year drouth, beginning about 
1276, changed the trend of life in 
the Southwest, Alfred F. Whiting of 
the Northern Arizona Museum, re- 
cently told the Southwestern Divi- 
sion, Association for the Advance- 


ment of Science. 

Exploring ruins of once thriving 
villages, Whiting and associates 
have pieced together the story. The 
appearance of corn in Arizona when 
Rome was young and England a 
“wild west,” Whiting said, brought 
new development to the Indians and 
gave birth to a religion centered 
around this “giver of life.” 

By the middle of the thirteenth 
century the Southwest “was dotted 
with numerous agricultural commu- 
nities, some of them of considerable 
size and power.” Development of ir- 
rigation made it possible. 

“Then in the year 1276, disaster 
struck,” Whiting said. “A 23-year 
drouth settled down over the South- 
west and agriculture came almost 
to a standstill. Many people were 
forced to migrate, looking for wa- 
ter.” 

Shortly before Chaucer made his 
pilgrimage to Canterbury, the In- 
dians joined the little settlements in 
the vicinity of the present Hopi 
towns in Northern Arizona. Sand- 
stone there acts as a natural reser- 
voir. Although it may not rain for 
@ year, springs on the mesas flow 
unceasingly.

With Vierheller’s arrival the 
young orangutan became fright- 
ened and climbed up to a ledge 
above the cages, from where he was 
finally taken down by Vierheller, 
standing on a ladder.

KNOX SAYS POSTOFFICE 
CAN BE RUN AT PROFIT 


Republican Presidential Aspirant 
Asserts $750,000,000 Has Been 
Lost in Seven Years. 

CHICAGO, April 30.—Col. Frank 
Knox, publisher of the Chicago Daily 
News and Republican presidential 
aspirant, said in a statement last 
night the U. 8. Postoffice could be 
run at a profit “instead of at a loss 
which in the last seven years has 
mounted to more than $750,000,000.” 

“There is no question in the 
minds of those who have studied 
the depar@ment that, if ordinary 
common sense were allowed to pre- 
vail, a real profit could be realized 
each year,” Col. Knox’ statement 
read. 

“When Charles G. Dawes was Di- 
rector of the Budget he was quoted 
as saying that he could afford to 
pay the Government $25,000,000 a 
year for the privilege of distribut- 
ing the mails...” 

Knox charged that the $5,000,000 
postal profit reported last year by 
Postmaster-General Farley was 
actually a $65,000,000 loss. 

“Take the Postoffice out of poli- 
tics,” he advised. “Instead of pay- 
ing off political debts by giving 
postmasterships, choose postmast- 
ers from the ranks.”

precipitated the great farm crisis of 
1931-32, with its riots, night ridings 
and its threats of revolution, and in 
/ 1033 caused the hasty enactment of 
(the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 
What caused that crisis was the in- 
ability of farmers to meet their 
fixed charges, their debts, the in- 
terest on their mortgages. This is 
important. Because one cannot 
estimate the value of a program ex- 
cept by a correct analysis of the 
causes of the crisis it was designed 
to meet and overcome. It may be 
politically shrewd to tell the farmers 
of the United States, while address- 
ing an audience in a manufacturing 
center, that the farmers’ difficulties 
lay in the disparity between the 
prices of agricultural products and 
the prices of industrial products. 
This is certainly partly true, in so 
far as it reflects upon the farmers’ 
standard of living and his effective 
purchasing power in American in- 
dustry. But it was not this which 
persuaded the farmer to get out his 
shotgun and which brought about 
the A. A. A. program and its suc- 
cessor. It was the fear of losing 
his land to mortgagors. 


The facts are these: In 1900, 
about 30 per cent of all the farms in 
the United States were mortgaged. 
In 1030, 42 per cent of all farms 
were mortgaged. In money terms 
the indebtedness increase was 
much greater. The price of farm 
products had nothing to do with this 
increasing load of debt. For 12 
years of this period—1914-'25—agri- 
cultural prices were unprecedent- 
ediy high. Cotton, to take one crop, 
sold at New Orleans for 26.5 cents 
a pound. In other years of the 30- 
year period, prices fluctuated sharp- 
ly. And what was true of cotton 
was true of wheat, hogs and other 
crops. And in periods of highest 
prices farm indebtedness did not de- 
crease. It increased. 

Now, why did this happen” It. 
happened because the farmer, like 
most Americans in this gaudy cen- 
tury had been a promoter and a 
speculator. He was not an agrarian. 
He was a man who hoped to get 
rich. When prices were high he did 
not retire his debt and thereby se- 
cure his indépendence, but he 
bought more land with two ideas: 
of cashing in on higher prices, and 
of holding the land for an increase 
of value. In this period a great 
many fortunes were made in land. 
A farmer would buy land for $100 
an acre and sell it on mortgage for 
$300, and retire to spend his old age 
in California on the interest. When 
the crash came he had to go on re- 
Nef in California or return to Iowa 
and start plowing again. 


Now, if the true and chief factor 
in the farmer's woe is the disparity 
between industrial and agricultural! 
prices, then one of two things nifust 
be done. Either industrial prices 
must. drop to be in line with agri- 
cultural prices, or agricultural 
prices must rise to be in line with 
industrial prices. The first means 
the ayyplication of laissez fairc with 
genuine competition to industry. 
The second means the application 
of monopolistic methods to agri- 


_ @ulture. The second can only be 


brought about by state intervention, 
because the farmer is in no posi- 
tion to @ organize himself. And 
the end af the whole business has 
already been vividly predicted by 
Secretary Wallace, who said: ... 
“it may be\necessary to have com- 
pulsory control of marketing, licens- 
ing of plowed land, and base and 
surplus quotas for every farmer for 
every month in the year... . Every 
plowed field would have its permit 
sticking up on its post.” 

And when we get that we shall 
no longer have democratic govern- 
ment.

When Surgery 


Ils Necessary 
During Infancy 


Cases Where Early Care Is 
Advisable—Dangers Grow 
Fewer. —

URGERY, even modern surgery 

which is to surgery of even a few 

years agoin the world history as 
day to night for safety and comfort, 
is a terrifying prospect enough to 
an adult, but in a child it seems 
doubly cruel 
and pathetic. No 
wonder parents 
refuse to consider, 
and are so fre- 
quently unable to 
bring themselves 
to consent, even 
to what seems an 
inevitable and 
necessary  situa- 
tion. 

It has been said 
that “Nature is a 
great physician, 
but a poor sur- 
geon.” Nowhere 
is this more ap- 
plicable than in 
the ills of infancy and childhood. 
There are certain conditions, espe- 
cially deformities in infants, which 
absolutely cannot be left to time 
and nature, as we may wisely leave 
so many diseases of older people. 

Parents who feel that no opera- 
tion should be performed on a very 
young child, instinctively feel, I 
think, that, first, it is difficult to 
do a thorough operation. because of 
the small space in which the sur- 
geon has to work, and, second, be- 
cause of the common belief that ar. 
anesthetic is very dangerous to 
young patients. But with the de- 
velopment of refined methods of 
anesthesia, and the interest so many 
surgeons have taken in the special 
problems of infancy, with the con- 
sequent improvement of technique 
and recognition of the difficulties 
involved in childhood surgery, these 
objections have become largely out 
of date. 


Surgery Needed. 


Among the conditions in which 
surgery is necessary in the first 
months, weeks or even sometimes 
in the first days of life, are the fol- 
lowing: 

Persistent vomiting from congen- 
ital Sbstruction to the outlet of the 
stomach, This peculiar and, fortu- 
nately rare deformity, consists in a 
hard cartilaginous ring at the open- 
ing of the stomach where ordinari- 
ly elastic muscle should be. Little, 
if any, food can pass out of the 
stomach into the intestine so the 
stomach is emptied by vomiting and 
if let alone, exhaustion closes the 
scene. Operation in the first few 
days of life has become so rela- 
tively safe from improved and 
standardized methods, that the mor- 
tality has been cut down to one- 
third of what it was 10 years ago. 

Cleft palate and club foot are de- 
formities which demand surgical 
correction. At what age depends 
upon the kind of deformity and 
other factors, but the little patient 
should be under observation by the 
pediatrician-surgeon from the be- 
ginning, so that the favorable mo- 
ment can be seized. 

Acute infections of the throat, ear, 
appendix and chest are always dan- 
gerous in children unless promptly 
treated by surgical drainage. 

On the contrary, hernia, circum- 
cision and tonsils are subjects about 
which is is impossible to lay down 
hard and fast rules. A protruding 
hernia of the navel can be cured by 
taping in about 95 per cent of cases, 
so surgery can stand aside and 
wait. Other hernias are not com- 
mon in infants, and differ from 
adult types in that most of them 
close spontaneously without oper- 
ation. The earlier, the better, is the 
time to do circumcision, if an in- 
dication is present, but if the baby 
is jaundiced it is best to postpone 
it on account of the danger of hem- 
orrhage. Tonsils, too, should be re- 
moved when there is an indication, 
not, I believe all laryngologists 
agree, just-on general principles,

Joseph Peek of St. Louis Manipulates the 


Mannikins as a Protession But Enjoys 
Them as Much as His Audiences 


By DOROTHY COLEMAN 


ARIONETTES as sophisticated 

as a Ziegfeld showgirl and 

puppets that can out-punch 
Punch and Judy have moved onto 
Joseph Peek’s little stage for a 
spring season. They have already 
played four shows to capacity 
houses—Saturday afternoons for 
children and Wednesday evenings 
for grown-ups—and Mr. Peek plans 
to continue as long as there is an 
audience in St. Louis. To be sure 
it takes only about 100 customers 
to fill the miniature theater in the 
building of the St. Louis Alliance 
of Applied Arts at 5579 Pershing 
avenue. The hall is just an old 
studio room hung around with 
black curtains and marionettes not 
“in the cast,” and lighted by two 
scariet lanterns in late Skouras 
style. A black flounce about two 
feet from the floor separates the 
chintz-covered chairs from the 
stage which is on the same diminu- 
tive scale. Within a proscenium 
arch about six by four feet the 
show goes on. Anything from Ham- 
let’s soliloquy to “Alibaba and the 
Forty Thieves.” Back stage hang 
dozens of the “actors,” 18 or 20 
inches tall—Louis Quinze gallants, 
buffoons, lions and tigers, flappers, 
all crude-looking, close to, but ex- 
quisitely dressed, some of them in 
remnants of Broadway wardrobes. 


Hopefully they hang waiting for 
the cues which will set them in 
action and turn on the limelight so 
flattering to their papier mache 
complexions. 

Joseph Peek styles himself “a big, 
fat Peter Pan, who's passed 42 
without growing up.” But he is 
more than that. He is a showman 
with a long stage career behind 
him. With the whimsy of a Peter 
Pan he can play fairy tales for 
“the kiddies” and as an honest-to- 
goodness theater man he puts on a 
dance concert with modernistic 
sets, colored lights and enough zip 
to keep adults entertained for 
more than an hour. “That's be- 
cause I work with speed,” he ex- 
plains, “and rely on rhythm to 
put the thing over. All my mari- 
onettes move fast. They fairly 
dance on and off the stage. Scene 
shifts, prop changes and music 
cues for the phionograph move like 
clock-work, according to charts 


backstage. A miniature switch- 

board controls the border strip, 

tiny floods, and baby spots, as well 

as the house lights.

There 
are no objections to a visitor trying 
his hand with the marionettes, but 
Peek, who regards them affection- 
ately as human beings, may caution, 
“Look out for Lulu’s legs. She’s 
been having @ little trouble with 
them lately.” 

Working with him now is a small 
crew, on a scale with the perform- 
ance. It comprises Miss Elizabeth 
Caldwell, a beginner; Norman Houk, 
who has been playing with puppets 
since he was a child, and James 


Flotrain, who is also the “manager” 


for the troupe. Whether they work 
with stringed marionettes or handle 
puppets—a comparatively new field 
for Peek—they are called “puppet- 
eers.”

Py HIS is National Baby Week, the 
week 


in which attention is 
called to the needs of the na- 
tion's babies. To those whose lives 
are devoted to the care of infants 
this attention calling might seem 
like carrying 
coals to Newcas- 
tle. “Why, every- 
body knows about 
babies.” 
That is the com- 
mon mistake we 
make whenever 
we think that 
what interests us 
must interest the 
world at large. 
The world at 
large is a lump 
of solid rock 
whirling in space 
amidst a great 
din, and those 
who would at- 
tract its attention must stand up 
and shout out loud above the noise 
to attract even passing attention, 
Hence National Baby Week. 
Healthy babies are essential te 
the life and progress of a nation, 
The first requisite for healthy ba 
bies is healthy parenthood. How 
healthy are the potential parents? 
What training have they had for 
parenthood? Under what conditions 
do they live? Are they capable te 
maintain the right kind of a home 
for a baby? What is the state of 
their mental health? Can they rear 
and educate healthy, intelligent 
children? These are questions that 
the American people must answer 
solemnly, wisely, humanely. 


Basic Needs. 


What are the basic needs of ba. 
bies? Healthy parents first. Ev. 
ery child is entitled to be born 
right, with a sound body and sound 
mind. 

Babies must have intelligent at- 
tendance. Mothers must be trained 
in baby lore. They must know 
how to bathe, dress, feed, train ba- 
bies. Theirs is a wide field of 
knowledge, covering much human 
experience. Theirs must be the 
healthy, mental outlook that ac- 
cepts life wholesomely and. without 
fear. After birth, as well as be 
fore, a baby’s life rests upon the 
health and intelligence and train- 
ing of its mother. 

The baby’s food is essential to itg 
life. His chief food is milk, the pur- 
er the better. The cow ought to be 
a sacred animal, for she holds the 
power of life and death over the 
baby whose food she supplies. 

Her health should be perfect, 
Pure milk does not come from «@ 
sick cow. Her barn must be as 
clean as the baby’s crib. Pure milk 
cannot come from a dirty barn, 
The hands of the milker, the milke 
ing utensils, should be clean, ster- 
ilized, lest infection reach the Hope 
of a Nation. Too much attention 
cannot be called to the milk supply, 
Its quality must be high. The ine 
spection that maintains that quali- 
ty must be rigid and its findings 
rigidly administered. A baby’s life 
hangs by a hair oftener than we 
know. , 

Babies are so tiny and so helpless 
and the world so big and so busy 
that they are likely to be overe 
looked in the rush and confusion—~ 
perhaps some of them lost. We 
cannot afford to lose a single one, 
not even the scrawniest and home- 
Hest among them. He might be the 
very one—the leader—on whom the 
Hope of the Nation might rest. 
Save the babies. Help their mothe 
ers. Protect the milk supply, 
Strengthen the hands of those whe 
have this work in hand for they are 
serving you and yours in serving 
the babies of the land.

That Dickens 


Gave His Work

éé ¥ LORDS, I bring you 

M news, news of the existence 

of mankind,” cried Gwyn- 

plaine in the Victor Hugo story. And 

that is what Dickens did in his 

“Sketches by Boz,” published 100 
years ago. 

It was a new voice in literature, 
telling for the first time “how the 
other half lives.” Others wrote of 
the knight, the courtier, the king, 
and the rustling skirts of my lady, 
but Dickens told of the man down 
under, a pageant of the gaunt, gray 
slums of London town. 

A dear old city it is, where, if 
you drive on the right of the street 
you are wrong; if on the left, you 
are right. But it took the “stereo- 
scopic eye” of Dickeng to reveal 
its human panorama. 

In the Sketches of Boz we hear 
the voice of the little boy who-lives 
in the submerged hemisphere of 
London, loved it, knew it; depicting 
its quaint, queer, bedraggled, fan- 
tastic, pathetic folk. 

Not as specimens in a museum, 
as other pleaders for the poor had 
done, but with a sense of common 
humanity, be they unfortunates or 
criminals. It was this magic touch 
that made Dickens great. 

One may forget the last hours 
of Fagin, or the suffering of the 
pretty, pasteboard angel, Little 
Nell, or even the death of Paul 
Dombey, but who can forget the 
poor ballad-singer with her babe in 
arms? 

A musty, melancholy smell floats 
across the page as we read the de- 
scription of the window of the 
pawnbroker’s show, which Carlyle 
held to be a masterpiece. Who else 
ever saw so many things? 

Yet if lower London is grim and 
often ghastly, it is never gloomy, 
as Dickens saw it. The best bits 
of Pickwick and the Sketches are 
those which show us people squeez- 
ing laughter and content out of lit- 
tle things. 

If the centenary of these two 
books gives us anything one-tenth 
as good as Sam Weller, Dodson and 
Fogg, Mr. Pell, Smauker and Dow- 
ler, we may vow to refrain from 
reading Dickens for 12 months. 

Sacred things never die. The love 
and laughter and warm wisdom of 
dear old Dickens are among the 
things that will abide.
